Russian shelling halts evacuations 


Food, water and other supplies running out 
in besieged port city of Mariupol

LVIV, Ukraine — Russian forces 
stepped up shelling of cities early 
Monday in Ukraine’s center, north 
and south, a Ukrainian official said, 
as a second attempt to evacuate 


besieged civilians collapsed. 
Russian President Vladimir 
Putin, meanwhile, shifted blame 
for the war to Ukraine and said 
Moscow’s invasion could be halted 
“only if Kyiv ceases hostilities.” 
“The latest wave of missile strikes 
came as darkness fell,” Ukrainian

presidential adviser Oleksiy 
Arestovich said on television. 

The outskirts of Kyiv, Cherni- 
hiv in the north, Mykolaiv in the 
south, and Kharkiv, the country’s 
second-largest city, faced intense 
shelling. Heavy artillery hit resi- 
dential areas in Kharkiv and shell- 
ing damaged a television tower, 
local officials said. 

The attacks dashed hopes 
that more people could escape 


the fighting in Ukraine, where 
Russia’s plan to quickly overrun 
the country has been stymied by 
fierce resistance. Russia has made 
significant advances in southern 
Ukraine and along the coast, but 
many of its efforts have become 
stalled, including an immense mili- 
tary convoy that has been almost 
motionless for days north of Kyiv. 
Food, water, medicine and 
almost all other supplies were in

Connecticut Republicans seek minorities 


Party making push 
to attract votes in 
urban areas across state

HARTFORD — In Connecticut 
and nationally, Republicans have 
not been known as the political 
party that reaches out to minority 
groups and captures a large share 
of their voters. 

But Republicans say that will be 
different this year, and the party 
plans to make a strong push to 
attract voters in urban areas in the 
2022 elections. 

New Britain Mayor Erin Stew- 
art personifies that effort, having 
won a record-breaking five 
consecutive terms in a pro-union 
city where Democrats hold a 6-to-1

advantage in voter registration. 
Despite those odds, Republicans 
made gains last year on the school 
board and reached a super-major- 
ity on the city council. 

Stewart energized the crowd of 
more than 100 diehard Republi- 
cans during the recent opening of 
a new community center by the 
Republican National Committee 
that will focus on minority voters 
in the Hardware City. 

“When you see us door-knock- 
ing in the projects, you know what’s 
up, and we’re coming to get your 
vote,’ Stewart said as the crowd 
applauded. “The fabric of the city of 
New Britain is acommunity woven 
of many different colors, and we’re 
proud to be home to people of all 
backgrounds, races, and ethnicities.

Circuit, the reaction was almost 
universally: What? 

For decades, it has been 
assumed that Connecticut has 
two seats on the 13-judge federal 
appeals court with jurisdiction 
over New York, Connecticut and 
Vermont. How, lawyers wanted to 
know, did Connecticut get a third? 
More to the point, since senators 
control the appointments, did 
New York’s influential senior U.S. 
senator, Majority Leader Chuck

According to Blumenthal, the 
answer is simple — although he 
said it required some effort to root 
out. He said Connecticut has had 
a third seat for decades. It appar- 
ently got misplaced in the politick- 
ing among the two states’ senators 
who, by custom and privilege, 
have been known to distribute the 
appointments to satisfy political 
constituencies. Blumenthal said

Goodbye, 
masks? 


As of Monday, no Conn. 
town or city will have a 
broad mask mandate

As Connecticut’s COVID- 
19 metrics improve following 
a devastating winter surge, the 
era of community-wide mask 
mandates in the state appears to 
have reached an end — or at least 
a pause. 

On Monday, New Haven will 
officially lift its requirement 
that people in the Elm City wear 
masks in public, indoor settings. 
At that point, no municipality 
in Connecticut will have a mask 
mandate that applies to its broad 
population. 

“Cases are going down. ... 
We're going into warmer months. 
Hospitalizations are down,’ New 
Haven Mayor Justin Elicker said. 
“So as we continue to see this 
trend, we’re in a much, much 
better place than we were many 
months ago, or even three weeks 
ago.” 

Connecticut has not had a 
statewide mask mandate since 
spring 2021, but during the worst 
of the state’s delta and omicron 
variant surges, many towns and 
cities implemented requirements 
of their own. Gradually, in recent 
weeks, those local mandates have 
disappeared, with even the most 
cautious town officials moving on 
from universal masking. 

Mansfield, for example, 
has been one of Connecticut’s 
most COVID-conscious towns 
throughout the pandemic, imple- 
menting a mask mandate almost 
immediately after gaining the 
power to do so last summer. 

But with COVID-19 transmis- 
sion dropping, Town Manager 
Ryan Aylesworth said, officials 
“did not see a compelling public 
health basis” to continue requir- 
ing masks. 

“Now that the public health 
situation has gotten a lot better, 
we think it’s time to ... [promote] 
our local businesses and make 
sure our local businesses aren’t 
experiencing any unintended 
negative consequences as a 
result of perpetuating the mask 
mandate,” Aylesworth said. 

In Hartford, where a citywide 
mask mandate expired at the end 
of January, Health Director Liany 
Arroyo said people who wish to 
continue wearing masks should 
feel free to do so but that current 
conditions no longer make it 
necessary. 

“Masking was never intended 
to be something that we did 
forever,” Arroyo said. “It is meant 
to be something that is used when 
needed.” 

Of course, the end of citywide 
mask mandates doesn’t mean the 
end of masking rules altogether. 
Many of Connecticut’s largest 
school districts, including Hart- 
ford, have continued to require 
masks in classrooms even as the 
statewide mandate has expired. 

In Arroyo’s view, schools are 
different from grocery stores or 
restaurants in that people spend 
long periods of time there, in 
close proximity to each other. 
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Masks 
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“The schools right now are where 
you have many people for many, 
many hours all together,” Arroyo 
said. “That is a big difference.” 

In New Haven, masks remain 
required not only in schools but also 
in municipal buildings. Elicker said 
this is to protect high-risk residents 
who can’t easily avoid those settings. 

“For the vast majority of public 
spaces, people can choose to go 
there or not,” Elicker said. “But 
people have to go to school, and 
they have to go, in many cases, to our 
municipal buildings to access things 
that they need.” 


Loosening guidance 


Both locally and nationally, public 
health authorities have softened 
their stances on masking as COVID- 


19 numbers have improved. The 
US. Centers for Disease Control 
and Prevention has changed the 
thresholds for its county-by-county 
mask guidance, classifying most of 
the country as having “low” trans- 
mission. 

Under the CDC’s old guid- 
ance, every Connecticut county 
would currently qualify as having 
“substantial” COVID-19 spread, 
meaning people there would be 
recommended to wear masks. 
Under the new guidance, all eight of 
the state’s counties are in the “low” 
category, meaning masks are not 
necessary. 

Local experts, including those 
who have previously advocated for 
widespread masking, say Connecti- 
cut’s numbers are now low enough 
to justify removing mandates. 

“We’re seeing declining cases, 
declining hospitalizations,” said Dr. 
David Banach, hospital epidemiolo- 
gist at UConn Health. “I think that’s

COVID-19 illness or if they are 
around people who are. 

“Being mindful of those who I’m 
around will probably guide my deci- 
sions about masking rather than a 
universal plan for masking in all 
public-facing situations,’ he said. 

Dr. Ulysses Wu, chief epidemiolo- 
gist at Hartford HealthCare, said he 
still worries about COVID-19 spread 
at parties, concerts and other large 
indoor gatherings but that going 
mask-free at, say, a supermarket is 
“totally fine.” 

Even as mask mandates disap- 
pear, officials say they are open to 
bringing them back if cases rise 
again, perhaps in the event of anew 
COVID-19 variant. 

“T don’t think I can tell you no, 
we will never wear masks again,’ 
Arroyo said. “Masks are always part 
of our toolkit.”

“For Connecticut not to have a third 
seat would be absolutely unprecedented,’ 
Blumenthal said. “We have reconstructed 
the history here. I regard it as a major 
achievement to sort of have dug into the 
intricacies of the 2nd Circuit judicial selec- 
tion system. This seat has a history that 
would boggle your mind. 

“We discussed it with Sen. Schumer. And 
we had very gracious and amicable conver- 
sations and we sorted it out.” 

Does Schumer get anything in return? 

“T have no further comment except that... 
well, I have no further comment,” Blumen- 
thal said. “Let me just put it this way: We are 
all friends. When I say we are friends, you 
know the word friend is used so frequently 
down here that it has lost some of its mean- 
ing. But we are genuinely good friends. We 
like each other. We are loyal and we work 
together.” 

While political horse trading between 
Connecticut and New York in years past 
may obscure who controls what seats on the 
court, no one questions the court’s impor- 
tance. It sits a few blocks above Wall Street, 
the center of global finance, and no other 
federal appeals court can match its influence 
over contracts, securities, anti-trust matters 
and other questions of commercial law. 

The court has sent three judges to the 
U.S. Supreme Court, and its judges appear 
routinely on short lists of prospective nomi- 
nees, which explains why lawyers fight for 
appointments and why senators fight to 
protect their patronage in deciding who gets 
them. A senator’s recommendation to the 
White House, which nominates judges to 
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Senate Majority Leader Chuck Schumer of 
N.Y., soeaks as he sits down for a meeting 
with Supreme Court nominee Ketanji Brown 
Jackson on Capitol Hill in Washington on 
Wednesday.

the U.S. Senate, usually is accepted. 

University of Richmond law professor 
Carl Tobias, who tracks federal court nomi- 
nations, said it is rare but not unheard of for 
a senator in one state to yield a patronage 
appointment to another state. 

“Not very often, but occasionally I hear 
stories of that happening,” he said. “All of it 
is by way of custom. It can be adjusted by the 
home state senators if they think something 
is out of whack or they think there is some 
valid reason for it. But I’m a little surprised 
because Schumer likes to keep all those 
prerogatives in New York. 

“Blumenthal is bringing home the bacon 
to Connecticut. That’s good, at least in the 
short term. There could be a fight down the 
road, but Schumer will probably be out of 
it by then. I never would have predicted it, 
though. I always thought Schumer had a 
stranglehold on those seats and never would 
have given one up. It’s part of the patronage, 
and patronage is what senators live for.” 

The seat that Blumenthal said he and 
Schumer now agree is Connecticut’s third is 
held by Judge Jose A. Cabranes. He was born 
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in Puerto Rico; raised and educated in New 
York; attended college and graduate school 
in New York, New Haven and London; and 
was employed, among other places, in New 
York, New Jersey and Washington, D.C., 
before moving to New Haven, where he was 
general counsel to Yale University. In 1979, 
on the recommendation of former U.S. Sen. 
Abraham Ribicoff, a Connecticut Democrat, 
Cabranes was appointed a U.S. District Court 
judge in Connecticut, the first Puerto Rican 
appointed to a federal district court in the 
country. 

He was elevated to the court of appeals 
in 1994 — on the recommendation of then 
U.S. Sen. Daniel Patrick Moynihan, a New 
York Democrat. Cabranes is listed on court 
records as a Connecticut judge — the eighth 
judge to be appointed to a seat that, since it 
was created in 1887, had been filled exclu- 
sively by New Yorkers. Cabranes lives in 
Connecticut. 

Although it was the assumption ofa dozen 
of so lawyers interviewed for this article that 
Connecticut held two, 2nd Circuit seats, 
there have been times in the past were it 
has briefly held more, the result of move- 
ment among the judges from retirements 
or the pace in the Senate of confirming new 
members. 

There are three from Connecticut 
now — two of whom are in the process 
of retiring. Cabranes and Judge Susan 
Carney have announced they are in the 
process of moving to senior, or semi-re- 
tired status. The third, William Nardini, 
was confirmed by the Senate two years 
ago. Nine judges have held Carney’s seat, 
two from Connecticut and seven from New 
York. Nardini’s is the only pure Connecti- 
cut seat, having been held by 11 Connecti- 
cut judges since 1892. 

For a period in the mid 1990s, Connecti- 
cut had four judges: Jon O. Newman, Guido 
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Calabresi, Ralph Winter and Cabranes. 

Blumenthal had an opportunity to join 
the court in 1999 on the recommendation of 
U.S. Sen. Christopher Dodd, a Connecticut 
Democrat. Blumenthal said he decided to 
continue in office as state attorney general, 
and Moynihan arranged for a longtime assis- 
tant, a New Yorker, to fill the seat. 

Most of the talk about the court during the 
first year of President Joe Biden’s admin- 
istration has been about diversifying the 
federal judiciary, specifically Biden’s asser- 
tion that he “is eager to nominate individu- 
als who reflect the best of America, and who 
look like America.” 

Even before taking office, the incoming 
administration urged senators to “propose 
talented individuals who would bring to 
these critically important roles a wide range 
of life and professional experiences, includ- 
ing those based on their race, ethnicity, 
national origin, gender, sexual orientation, 
gender identity, religion, veteran status and 
disability.” 

Blumenthal and his fellow Democratic 
U.S. Sen. Christopher Murphy have taken up 
Biden’s challenge, so far sending the White 
House two African Americans, a south Asian 
and a white woman who worked formerly 
as a public defender to fill the positions of 
US. attorney and three federal district judge- 
ships. 

Blumenthal said the circuit court’s 
geographic diversity is as important as its 
racial, ethnic and gender diversity. 

“Most cases never reach the U.S. Supreme 
Court,’ Blumenthal said. “Of the thousands 
that seek review, a fraction are taken. So the 
end of the line on the justice train so to speak 
is almost always the court of appeals, and it 
should reflect the people who are seeking 
justice, where they live and who they are, 
which is important to the credibility and 
respect that courts are accorded.” 
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“There can be no green corridors’ because 
only the sick brain of the Russians decides 
when to start shooting and at whom,“ Inte- 
rior Ministry adviser Anton Gerashchenko 
said on Telegram. 

Ukrainian President Voldymyr Zelenskyy 
rallied his people to remain defiant, espe- 
cially those in cities occupied by Russians. 

“You should take to the streets! You should 
fight!” he said Saturday on Ukrainian televi- 
sion. “It is necessary to go out and drive this 
evil out of our cities, from our land.” 

Zelenskyy also asked the United States 
and NATO countries to send more warplanes 
to Ukraine, though that idea is complicated 
by questions about which countries would 
provide the aircraft and how those countries 
would replace the planes. 

He later urged the West to tighten its sanc- 
tions on Russia, saying that “the audacity of 
the aggressor is a clear signal” that existing 
sanctions are not enough. 

The war, now in its 11th day, has caused 1.5 
million people to flee the country. The head 
of the U.N. refugee agency called the exodus 
“the fastest-growing refugee crisis in Europe 
since World War II.” 

The U.S. assesses that about 95% of the 
Russian forces that had been arrayed around 
Ukraine are now in the country, a senior 
U.S. defense official said Sunday. The off- 
cial said Russian forces continue to advance 
and attempt to isolate Kyiv, Kharkhiv and 
Chernihiv, and are being met with Ukrainian 
resistance. 

The official, who spoke on condition of 
anonymity, said the convoy outside Kyiv 
continues to be stalled. 

As he has often done, Putin blamed 
Ukraine for the war, telling Turkish Presi- 
dent Recep Tayyip Erdogan on Sunday that 
Kyiv needed to stop all hostilities and fulfill 
“the well-known demands of Russia.” 

Putin launched his invasion with a string 
of false accusations against Kyiv, including 
that it is led by neo-Nazis intent on under- 
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who weare, and we’re certainly stronger for 
it. I’m a proud Republican mayor of such an 
amazing and diverse city.” 

Besides the local effort, Republicans 
think nationally they have momentum this 
year with the wind at their backs due to 
President Joe Biden’s low poll ratings. 

“The guy in the White House is making 
it easy to be a Republican, even here in 
Connecticut,” Stewart said. “This is our 
election to lose, and we cannot let that 
happen. The hard work to secure Repub- 
lican victory starts today, and starts right 
here in the city of New Britain. The work 
is going to continue until 8 p.m. on Elec- 
tion Day.” 

One of the key ways of reaching minority 
voters is the opening of the RNC commu- 
nity center, which is a dual-purpose office 
in a busy shopping area on West Main Street 
that essentially serves as a campaign office 
and a gathering place for minority voters. 
Republicans have opened about 20 similar 
centers across the country, and they have 
been used so far for Black History Month 
events and other functions. The offices have 
opened in places such as Philadelphia and 
Jacksonville, and New Britain was chosen 
because it is a key outpost where Republi- 
cans look to perform well in this fall’s elec- 
tions. 

Another outreach is the recruitment of 
minority candidates, and Republicans are 
strongly backing George Logan, a former 
state senator who is Black, and at a time 
when the party has largely backed white 
candidates for Congress. 

Akey race that national Republicans have 
targeted is the 5th Congressional district, 
where Logan is battling against incumbent 
U.S. Rep. Jahana Hayes of Wolcott. Hayes 
won elections in 2018 and 2020 by 12 points 
each time, including victories twice in New 
Britain. 


‘Pandering’? 


Democrats have seen a major trend in 
their favor in the 5th Congressional District 
— aone-time Republican stronghold where 
Democrats have dominated since a young 
Chris Murphy defeated longtime Republi- 
can U.S. Rep. Nancy Johnson in an upset in 
2006. Since then, Democrats have grown 
increasingly strong in the district, where 
Hillary Clinton and Biden defeated Repub- 
lican Donald Trump in both 2016 and 2020. 

State Democratic Party Chairwoman 
Nancy DiNardo rejected the Republican 
thesis, saying that Democrats have deliv- 
ered for state residents. 

“Tf the Connecticut GOP thinks ‘minority’ 
voters’ concerns are any different from 
other voters’ concerns, their pandering 
will have no effect,” DiNardo said. “Jahana 
Hayes, Ned Lamont, Richard Blumenthal, 
and every Democrat on the ballot have 
delivered again and again for the people of 


mining Russia with the development of 
nuclear weapons.

Connecticut. With support for struggling 
families and businesses, massive funding 
for every city and town, and record-set- 
ting job growth, Democrats are fueling the 
Connecticut comeback. 

“What have Republicans done? Nothing. 
They call inflation a political ‘gold mine’ 
while doing nothing to help supply match 
growing demand. The Republicans are the 
party of ‘No’ for a reason — they offer no 
solutions for Connecticut families.” 


Vulnerable? 


But Republicans say it will be different 
this fall, partly due to the new outreach to 
minority voters. 


“This is a historic moment for Connecti- 
cut Republicans,” Logan said. “As a Repub- 
lican, an African American, an Afro-Latino, 
I believe it is essential that we collectively 
get our message out — of equal opportunity, 
free enterprise, free from big government 
and protection of our constitutional rights. 
That is something that is important to all of 
us, regardless of race, creed and economic 
status.” 

Besides New Britain, the sprawling 
district includes Meriden, Danbury, the 
Farmington Valley, and virtually all of 
Litchfield County to the New York and 
Massachusetts borders. 

Republicans say they will perform well 
in races statewide, but Democrats disagree

in a blue state where they have won all 
congressional and governor’s races since

The last Connecticut Republican in 
Congress was U.S. Rep. Chris Shays of 
Bridgeport, who lost in 2008 after more 
than two decades in Washington. 

While Democrats predict that Hayes 
will win for the third straight time, Repub- 
licans have already placed her on a list of 47 
vulnerable House Democrats nationally — 
the only one in Connecticut. 

Gov. Ned Lamont, a Democrat, down- 
played the opening of the community 
center — saying that it is still early before 
the heavy campaigning begins. 

“It’s campaign season, and there will 
be acontested race,” Lamont told report- 
ers. “My idea is to focus on governing and 
do the very best job I can on behalf of the 
people of Connecticut. They can open 
campaign offices and do TV and what- 
ever they want to do. We’ll get to that as 
well. But I really want to focus on govern- 
ing.” 

State Republican Party Chairman Ben 
Proto, a strategist and campaigner for 
decades, has served in the trenches of 
fighting for votes long before he became 
party chairman. 

“For too many years, people have asked 
how are we going to reach the minority 
communities,” Proto told the recent crowd 
in New Britain. “We always knew how to 
do it. We just never did it.” 

One of the issues facing Logan is that 
Democrats have complained repeatedly 
that he does not live in the 5th District. 
Logan, a longtime Ansonia resident who 
lived in the district before the boundary 
lines were changed, said he has been work- 
ing with a real estate agent since Novem- 
ber and expects to move back into the 
district by April 1. 

The reason for the delay, he said, is that 
the new district lines were being redrawn 
recently following the U.S. Census that is 
conducted every 10 years. 

A veteran campaigner, Stewart said that 
Republicans must do well in the cities if 
they expect to win. She says they need to 
be reaching “across aisles that are not tradi- 
tional Republican areas that you would 
think that we’d go into” in the cities. 

“You have to either win or hold your 
own,” Stewart said in an interview. 

“You don’t necessarily have to win all of 
the cities. You don’t have to win Meriden, 
New Britain and Torrington, but you have 
to keep your margins real close. If you 
look at the Waterbury-New Britain-Dan- 
bury-Torrington kind of faction, this is 
where Jahana Hayes is successful each 
time. 

“That’s where George knows he’s got 
to focus. That’s where George’s moderate 
voice will appeal to a lot of people. He’s got 
to campaign hard in the cities of the 5th 
District in order to be successful.”

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World on cusp of tragic milestone 


Official virus death 
toll nearing 6M, but 
count likely higher

BANGKOK — The offi- 
cial global death toll from 
COVID-19 is on the verge of 
eclipsing 6 million — under- 
scoring that the pandemic, 
now entering its third year, 
is far from over. 

The milestone is the 
latest tragic reminder of the 
unrelenting nature of the 
pandemic even as people 
are shedding masks, travel is 
resuming and businesses are 
reopening around the globe. 
The death toll, compiled by 
Johns Hopkins University, 
stood at 5,998,454 Sunday 
night. 

Remote Pacific islands, 
whose isolation had 
protected them for more 
than two years, are just 
now grappling with their 
first outbreaks and deaths, 
fueled by the highly conta- 
gious omicron variant. 

Hong Kong, which is 
seeing deaths soar, is test- 
ing its entire population of 
7.5 million three times this 
month as it clings to main- 
land China’s “zero-COVID” 
strategy. 

As death rates remain 
high in Hungary, Poland, 
Romania and other Eastern 
European countries, the 
region has seen more than 1 
million refugees arrive from 
war-torn Ukraine, a country 
with poor vaccination cover- 
age and high rates of cases 
and deaths. 

Despite its wealth and 
vaccine availability, the 
United States is nearing 1 
million reported deaths on 
its own. 

Death rates worldwide 
are still highest among

people unvaccinated 
against the virus, said Tikki 
Pang, a visiting professor at 
the National University of 
Singapore’s medical school 
and co-chair of the Asia 
Pacific Immunization Coali- 
tion. 

“This is a disease of the 
unvaccinated — look what 
is happening in Hong Kong 
right now, the health system 
is being overwhelmed,” said 
Pang, the former director of 
research policy and cooper- 
ation with the World Health 
Organization. “The large 
majority of the deaths and 
the severe cases are in the 
unvaccinated, vulnerable 
segment of the population.” 

It took the world seven 
months to record its first 
million deaths from the virus 


after the pandemic began 
in early 2020. Four months 
later another million people 
had died, and 1 million have 
died every three months 
since, until the death toll hit 
5 million at the end of Octo- 
ber. Now it has reached 
nearly 6 million. 

But despite the enor- 
mity of the figure, the 
world undoubtedly hit its 6 
millionth death some time 
ago. Poor record-keeping 
and testing in many parts 
of the world has led to an 
undercount in coronavi- 
rus deaths, in addition to 
excess deaths related to 
the pandemic but not from 
actual COVID-19 infec- 
tions, like people who died 
from preventable causes but 
could not receive treatment 


Blinken vows US support 
to West-leaning Moldova 


Ex-Soviet republic 
welcomes refugees, 
keeps eye on Russia

CHISINAU, Moldova 
— US. Secretary of State 
Antony Blinken on Sunday 
pledged America’s support 
to the small, Western-lean- 
ing former Soviet republic of 
Moldova that is coping with 
an influx of refugees from 
Ukraine and warily watch- 
ing Russia’s intensifying war 
with its neighbor. 

Blinken met with senior 
Moldovan officials who 
are appealing for assis- 
tance in dealing with more 
than 120,000 refugees from 
Ukraine that it is hosting 
while also seeking security 
reassurances against poten- 
tial Russian aggression. 

More than 230,000 
people have fled into or 
passed through Moldova 
from Ukraine since the war 
began Feb. 24. 

Blinken said Moldova’s 
welcoming of refugees is an 
inspiration to the world. 

“We admire the generos- 
ity of hospitality, the willing- 
ness to be such good friends 
to people who are in distress, 
and, indeed, I want to do 
everything we can to help 
you deal with the burden 


that this has imposed,” he 
said before heading to Lith- 
uania. 

Moldova, a poor country 
squeezed between Ukraine 
and Romania, remains 
vulnerable. Most problem- 
atically, two decades before 
Russian-speaking separat- 
ists carved a chunk out of 
Ukraine, they did the same 
thing in Moldova. 

In 1992, Moscow-backed 
separatists took control 
of a thin 250-mile sliver of 
land, known as Transnistria, 
that runs along much of the 
eastern bank ofthe Dniester 
River as well as parts of the 
western bank. 

Russia has troops in 
Moldova, a country of 2.6 
million, stationed in Trans- 
nistria, and they are being 
closely watched as Russian 
President Vladimir Putin 
presses ahead with the inva- 
sion of Ukraine. 

“This is a subject of high 
vulnerability, and we watch 
it carefully,’ Moldovan Pres- 
ident Maia Sandu said. 

She said there had not 
been any indication that 
the roughly 1,500 Russian 
soldiers based in Transn- 
istria had changed posture 
but stressed that it was 
a concern given what is 
happening in Ukraine. 

“In this region now there 
is no possibility for us to feel 
safe,” Sandu said.

If Russian forces 
advance to the Moldovan 
border, some Moldovans 
fear that Russia will soon 
either recognize Transn- 
istria, much as it did with 
Ukraine’s self-declared 
separatist republics — giving 
Moscow a similar pretext to 
officially occupy it — and 
perhaps even later absorb 
it into either a pro-Russian 
Ukraine or Russia itself. 

Although it is neutral 
militarily and has no plans 
to try to become a member 
of NATO, Moldova formally 
applied to join the Euro- 
pean Union three days ago 
in a fast-track bid to bolster 
its ties with the West. 

“While we are facing this 
unprecedented circum- 
stances, we are firmly 
committed to our path for 
European integration,” 
Prime Minister Natalia 
Gavrilita said. “We believe 
that this is an agenda to 
transform Moldova into a 
modern, prosperous Euro- 
pean state based on the 
fundamental values of 
human rights and the rule 
of law.” 

Within the Moldovan 
government, senior officials 
have discreetly discussed 
concerns that Russia might 
occupy Moldova entirely, 
two Moldovan officials said 
on condition of anonymity. 

“People are scared, liter- 


because hospitals were full. 

Edouard Mathieu, head 
of data for the Our World 
in Data portal, said that 
— when countries’ excess 
mortality figures are stud- 
ied — as many as nearly four 
times the reported death toll 
have likely died because of 
the pandemic. 

An analysis of excess 
deaths by a team at The 
Economist estimates that 
the number of COVID-19 
deaths is between 14 million 
and 23.5 million. 

“Confirmed deaths repre- 
sent a fraction of the true 
number of deaths due to 
COVID, mostly because of 
limited testing, and chal- 
lenges in the attribution of 
the cause of death,” Mathieu 
said. “In some, mostly rich, 


countries that fraction is 
high, and the official tally 
can be considered to be 
fairly accurate, but in others 
itis highly underestimated.” 
The United States has the 
biggest official death toll in 
the world, but the numbers 
have been trending down- 
ward over the last month. 
Lonnie Bailey lost his 
17-year-old nephew, Carlos 
Nunez Jr., who contracted 
COVID-19 last April — the 
same month Kentucky 
opened his age group to 
vaccinations. The Louis- 
ville resident said the family 
is still suffering, including 
Carlos’ younger sibling, 
who had to be hospital- 
ized himself and still has 
lingering symptoms. The 
ageressive reopening of the 


country has been jarring for 
them to witness. 

“For us it is hard to let our 
guard down; it’s going to 
take awhile for us to adjust,” 
Bailey said. 

The world has seen more 
than 445 million confirmed 
COVID-19 cases, and new 
weekly cases have been 
declining recently in all 
regions except for the West- 
ern Pacific, which includes 
China, Japan and South 
Korea, among others, the 
World Health Organization 
reported this week. 

Although the overall 
figures in the Pacific islands 
seeing their first outbreaks 
are small compared to 
larger countries, they are 
significant among their tiny 
populations and threaten to 
overwhelm fragile health 
care systems. 

“Given what we know 
about COVID ... it’s likely to 
hit them for the next year or 
so at least,’ said Katie Green- 
wood, head of the Red Cross 
Pacific delegation. 

Tonga reported its first 
outbreak after the virus 
arrived with international 
aid vessels following the 
Jan. 15 eruption of a volcano, 
followed by a tsunami. It 
now has several hundred 
cases, but — with 66% of its 
population fully vaccinated 
— it has reported people 
suffering mostly mild symp- 
toms. 

The Solomon Islands saw 
its first outbreak in January 
and has thousands of cases 
and more than 100 deaths. 
Only 12% of Solomon Island- 
ers are fully vaccinated. 

Global vaccine disparity 
continues, with only 6.95% 
of people in low-income 
countries fully vaccinated, 
compared to more than 
73% in high-income nations, 
according to Our World in 
Data.

“Moldova is a powerful 
example of a democracy 
rising to the moment with 
vision and with determina- 
tion,’ Blinken said. 

The State Department 
said Sunday that Blinken 
will meet with Israel’s 
foreign minister, Yair Lapid, 
in Riga, Latvia, on Monday 
during the American’s tour 
of Baltic nations. 


Israeli Prime Minis- 
ter Naftali Bennett was in 
Moscow on Saturday for 
talks with Putin on the war 
in Ukraine and spoke again 
with Putin by phone Sunday. 
Bennett also has spoken on 
the phone several times with 
Ukraine’s president, Volo- 
dymyr Zelenskyy — most 
recently Sunday morning. 

Blinken will meet with 
French President Emman- 
uel Macron in Paris on Tues- 
day.

Museum staffers scramble to save their heritage

LVIV, Ukraine — The 
director of Ukraine’s largest 
art museum walked its hall- 
ways, supervising as staff 
packed away its collections 
to protect their national 
heritage in case the Russian 
invasion advances west. 

In one partially empty 
gallery of the Andrey Shep- 
tytsky National Museum, 
employees placed carefully 
wrapped baroque pieces 
into cardboard boxes. 


A few yards away, a group 
walked down the majestic 
main staircase carrying a 
giant piece of sacred art, the 
18th-century Bohorodchany 
iconostasis. 

“Sometimes the tears 
are coming because a lot of 
labor has been put in here. 
It takes time, energy. You 
are doing something good, 
you feel pleased. Today 
you see empty walls, so it 
feels bitter, sad. We didn’t 
believe it till the last minute 
that this could happen,” 
museum General Director 


Thor Kozhan said. 

The doors of the museum 
in the western city of Lviv 
have been closed since 
Russia’s war on Ukraine 
began Feb. 24, and heritage 
sites across the country 
face danger as the fighting 
continues. 

Korzhan said he receives 
daily calls from other Euro- 
pean cultural institutions 
offering to help. 

Anna Naurobska, head of 
the rare manuscripts and 
books department, said she 
still doesn’t know where to 


safely store the collection 
of more than 12,000 items 
being packed into boxes. 

The relocation process 
and the fear that the collec- 
tion is in danger in the event 
of an attack on the city over- 
whelms her. 

“This is our story; this is 
our life. It is very important 
to us,” Naurobska said. 

She walked into another 
room and held up a massive 
tome, tears forming in her 
eyes. “It’s a Russian book,” 
she said, putting it back on 
the shelf. “I’m so angry.”

Disgraced former 
Gov. Cuomo hints at 
political comeback

NEW YORK — Just six 
months after he resigned 
from office in disgrace over 
sexual harassment allega- 
tions, former New York Gov. 
Andrew Cuomo appeared 
to be hinting at a politi- 
cal comeback in remarks 
Sunday at a church in Brook- 
lyn. 

The Democrat made 
a campaign-like stop to 
deliver a speech in which 
he condemned “cancel 
culture.” The public appear- 
ance, his first since leaving 
office, came after Cuomo’s 
campaign launched a digi- 
tal and TV ad campaign 
pushing a similar message: 
He was driven from office 
unfairly. 

Cuomo quoted the Bible 
several times as he described 
his travails, then went on the 
offensive to attack the “polit- 
ical sharks” in Albany who, 
he said, “smelled blood” and 
exploited the situation for 
political gain. 

“The actions against me 
were prosecutorial miscon- 
duct,” Cuomo said, repeat- 
ing a theme he has pushed 
from the outset. “They used 
cancel culture to effectively 
overturn an election.” 

Cuomo resigned in 
August, days after an inde- 
pendent probe found he 
sexually harassed nearly a 
dozen women and that he 
and aides worked to retali- 
ate against an accuser. 

On Sunday, Cuomo 
acknowledged his behav- 
ior wasn’t appropriate but 
added that nothing he did 
violated the law. “I didn’t 
appreciate how fast the 
perspectives changed.” 

“I’ve learned a power- 
ful lesson and paid a very 
high price for learning that 
lesson. God isn’t finished 
with me yet.” 

Cuomo hasn’t said he’s 
running for office, but is 
still sitting on a multimil- 
lion-dollar campaign war 


chest he could use to finance 
another run. 

Several district attor- 
neys in New York said they 
found Cuomo’s accusers 
“credible,” but said the avail- 
able evidence wasn’t strong 
enough to press criminal 
charges against him. Last 
month, a New York state 
trooper sued him claiming 
he caused her severe mental 
anguish and emotional 
distress by touching her 
inappropriately and making 
suggestive comments. A 
Cuomo spokesperson called 
the suit a “cheap cash extor- 
tion.” 

Cuomo used his platform 
Sunday mostly to condemn a 
social media-fueled climate 
he said is growing and 
dangerous. 


Jolie visits Yemen: Film 
actress Angelina Jolie on 
Sunday visited war-wrecked 
Yemen to show solidar- 
ity with displaced fami- 
lies to generate support for 
an upcoming fundraising 
conference, according to the 
United Nations. 

Jolie, who is special envoy 
for the U.N. on refugee 
issues, landed in the south- 
ern coastal city of Aden to 
meet with families and refu- 
gees. Aden is the seat of the 
internationally recognized 
government. 

The U.N. refugee agency 
said it hopes that Jolie’s 
visit would draw aware- 
ness to humanitarian needs 
in Yemen, the Arab World’s 
poorest country, ahead ofthe 
annual High Level Pledging 
Conference for Yemen on 
March 16. 

“AS we continue to 
watch the horrors unfold- 
ing in Ukraine and call for 
an immediate end to the 
conflict and humanitarian 
access, I am here in Yemen 
to support people who also 
desperately need peace. The 
situation here is one of the 

worst humanitarian crises 
in the world,” Jolie said in

Palestinian attacker: Police 
shot and killed a Palestin- 
ian attacker Sunday after he 
stabbed an officer in Jerusa- 
lem’s Old City, Israeli police 
said. 

In astatement, police said 
the attacker approached 
officers who were stationed 
in the Old City and stabbed 
one of them, injuring him 
slightly. The officers opened 
fire and shot and killed the 
man, identified as a 19-year- 
old resident of east Jerusa- 
lem. Israeli media reported 
a second officer was also 
slightly wounded as a result 
of the gunfire. 

Police released a photo of 
a knife laying on a cobble- 
stone alley in the ancient Old 
City, with blood splattered 
nearby. 

Palestinians have carried 
out dozens of stabbing, 
shooting and car-ram- 
ming attacks targeting 
Israeli civilians and security 
personnel in recent years. 
Many of the attacks have 
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appeared to have had no 
links to militant groups. 

Palestinians and rights 
groups have accused Israel 
of using excessive force in 
trying to subdue the attack- 
ers, 


Syria attack: Militants 
attacked a military bus trav- 
eling on a desert highway 
in central Syria on Sunday, 
killing 13 troops including 
several officers, state media 
reported. 

State news agency SANA 
said the militants used a 
variety of weapons in the 
attack in the Palmyra region, 
adding that 18 soldiers were 
wounded. 

No further details were 
available, and no one 
claimed responsibility. In 
the past, Syrian authorities 
have blamed such attacks 
on Islamic State group mili- 
tants who have been active 
in southern and central 
Syria, despite losing terri- 
torial control in the country 
since 2019. 

In January, IS militants 
fired rockets and an anti-air- 
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craft gun at a bus traveling 
in the same area, killing five 
troops. 


Attack in Kashmir: One 
person was killed and more 
than 20 others injured 
Sunday when an assailant 
lobbed a grenade at a busy 
market in the main city in 
Indian-controlled Kashmir, 
police said. 

According to local media 
reports, the target of the 
attack in Srinagar appeared 
to have been security 
personnel in the area. There 
was a huge crowd in the 
market when the grenade 
exploded. 

The injured were taken to 
a hospital. 

Police officer Sujit Kumar 
said that security forces 
were investigating, and that 
the attacker would be found 
soon. 

Kashmir is divided 
between India and Pakistan, 
which both claim the region 
in its entirety. 

India accuses Pakistan 
of supporting armed rebels 
who want to unite the 
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region, either under Paki- 
stani rule or as an indepen- 
dent country. 


China mine workers die: 
Fourteen workers who were 
trapped when a coal mine in 
southwest China collapsed 
10 days ago have died, media 
reported Sunday. 

A rescue operation 
finished Sunday after the 
bodies of the miners were 
retrieved, state-owned 
Xinhua News Agency said. 

The workers were 
trapped after the roof of a 
shaft at Sanhe Shunxun coal 
mine in Guizhou province 
collapsed Feb. 25. 

The rescue operation was 
challenging because the roof 
caved in almost 2 miles from 
the entrance of the mine, 
and the collapsed area was 
large, media reported. 

Further investigation into 
the cause of the accident was 
underway.

Resettled Afghans 
struggle to acquire 
affordable housing

IRVINE, Calif. — After 
fleeing her home in now- 
Taliban controlled Afghani- 
stan, Mozhgan Entazari did 
everything she could to find 
a new one for her family in 
the sunny, palm tree-lined 
communities of Southern 
California. 

The 34-year-old mother 
of two scoured options on 
Zillow with her husband, 
while the family lived at 
a hotel near Los Angeles. 
She spent $200 for an Uber 
ride to see an apartment 90 
minutes away only to find it 
had been rented. 

Entazari needed a place 
not just for her immedi- 
ate family but for seven 
members of her extended 
family. 

In the end, it took four 
months. 

On Sunday, they moved 
into a five-bedroom house 
in Corona, 50 miles south- 
east of LA, which is renting 
for $4,000. 

The family’s struggles are 
emblematic of what tens of 
thousands of Afghans are 
finding since they moved off 
U.S. military bases and into 
American cities and towns 
following last summer’s 
airlift operation. Many 
hope to settle in Southern 
California and the Wash- 
ington, D.C., area, where 
Afghans previously estab- 
lished vibrant communities 
with halal grocery stores and 
mosques. 

But these communities 
also are among the country’s 
priciest housing markets, 
and units, especially those 
suitable for often larger 
Afghan families, are in short 
supply. Resettlement agen- 
cies report it’s taking longer 
to get refugees out of tempo- 
rary housing like hotels, 
Airbnbs and churches.

Entazari will share a roof 
with her husband and kids, 
along with her mother, teen 
sister and her brother and 
his family. 

Without a job, credit 
history or co-signer, she 
said it was difficult to find 
housing. And without an 
address, she said she and her 
husband couldn’t get jobs 
and her kids couldn’t enroll 
in school. 

“All our life depends on 
housing,” Entazari said in 
Farsi through an interpreter. 

They had to pay two 
months of rent to move in, 
and are getting help from an 
organization that will funda 
portion of the monthly rent 
until next year. 

The search for housing 
for Afghans comes amid a 
tightening housing market 
as the U.S. crawls out of the 
pandemic. The nationwide 
vacancy rate for rental units 
dropped to 5.6% in the last 
quarter of 2020, according 
to recently released U.S. 
Census data. The typical U.S. 


rent was up nearly 16% to 
more than $1,850 in January 
compared to January 2021, 
according to the online real 
estate marketplace Zillow, 
which launched an effort in 
November to help connect 
landlords with newly 
arrived Afghans. 

In northern Virginia, 
Ahmad Saeed Totakhail 
was lucky to find perma- 
nent housing in Dale City, 
a suburb 25 miles south of 
Washington. 

His sister, who housed 
him until he got a place of 
his own, lives there. He was 
hired to work in nearby 
Arlington, by the same 
nonprofit that employed 
him in Kabul. 

The area’s stunning 
mosques and plentiful 
Afghan eateries have soft- 
ened the blow of leaving 
his homeland. But he was 
shocked by the high price 
for his family’s safe haven — 
$2,000 a month for rent. 

“I have friends here. I 
have my relatives here. But 


we never discussed the 
economics,” he said. 

About half of all Afghan 
immigrants to the United 
States, many who came 
decades ago, live in five 
major metropolitan areas 
— Los Angeles, New York, 
San Francisco, Washington 
and Sacramento, California, 
according to the Migration 
Policy Institute. As a result, 
these areas are often attrac- 
tive for Afghan newcomers, 
and many list the names of 
relatives or acquaintances 
already living there as 
contacts when resettlement 
agencies are considering 
where to send them. 

But with some 76,000 
Afghans arriving in the 
United States since the Tali- 
ban takeover of their country 
last year, many of these cities 
are reaching their saturation 
point, said Krish O’Mara 
Vignarajah, president and 
CEO of the Lutheran Immi- 
gration Refugee Service. 

The resettlement agency 
has teamed with Airbnb to

VP promotes voting rights 
during ‘Bloody Sunday’ visit

SELMA, Ala. — Vice 
President Kamala Harris 
visited Selma on Sunday 
to commemorate a defin- 
ing moment in the fight for 
the right to vote, making 
her trip as congressional 
efforts to restore the land- 
mark 1965 Voting Rights Act 
have faltered. 

Under a blazing blue sky, 
Harris took the stage at the 
foot of the bridge where in 
1965 white state troopers 
attacked Black voting rights 
marchers attempting to 
cross. Harris called the site 
hallowed ground on which 
people fought for the “most 
fundamental right of Amer- 
ica citizenship: the right to 
vote.” 

“Today, we stand on 
this bridge at a different 
time,” Harris said before 
a cheering crowd of thou- 
sands. “We again, however, 
find ourselves caught in 
between. Between injustice 
and justice. Between disap- 
pointment and determina- 
tion. Still in a fight to form 
a more perfect union. And 
nowhere is that more clear 
than when it comes to the 
ongoing fight to secure the 
freedom to vote.” 


The nation’s first female 
vice president — as well as 
the first African American 
and Indian American in the 
role — spoke of marchers 
whose “peaceful protest 
was met with crushing 
violence. 

They were kneeling 
when the state troopers 
charged. They were praying 
when the billy clubs struck.” 

On “Bloody Sunday,” 
March 7, 1965, state troopers 
beat and tear-gassed peace- 
ful demonstrators, includ- 
ing young activist John 
Lewis, who later became a 
longtime Georgia congress- 
man. 

The images of violence 
at the Edmund Pettus 
Bridge — originally named 
for a Confederate general 
— shocked the nation and 
helped galvanize support 
for passage of the Voting 
Rights Act. 

Fifty-seven years later, 
Democrats are unsuccess- 
fully trying to update the 
landmark law and pass 
additional measures to 
make it more convenient for 
people to vote. A key provi- 
sion of the law was tossed 
out by a U.S. Supreme Court 
decision. 

“In a moment of great 
uncertainty, those marches 


pressed forward and they 
crossed,” Harris said. “We 
must do the same. We must 
lock our arms and march 
forward. We will not let 
setbacks stop us. We know 
that honoring the legacy of 
those who marched then 
demands that we continue 
to push Congress to pass 
federal voting rights legis- 
lation.” 

President Joe Biden on 
Sunday renewed his call for 
the passage of voting legis- 
lation. 

“The battle for the soul of 
America has many fronts. 
The right to vote is the most 
fundamental,” Biden said in 
a White House statement. 

In Selma, a crowd gath- 
ered hours before Harris 
was scheduled to speak. 
Rank-and-file activists of 
the civil rights movement, 
including women who 
fled the beatings of Bloody 
Sunday, were seated near 
the stage. 

The milestone of Harris 
becoming the nation’s first 
Black female vice president 
seemed unimaginable in 
1965, they said. 

“That’s why we 
marched,” Betty Boynton, 
the daughter-in-law of 
voting rights activist Amelia 
Boynton, said. 


provide temporary housing 
while talking to property 
management companies 
to find a more permanent 
solution. They’ve opened 
offices in more affordable 
markets to meet the hous- 
ing demand. But the places 
also must have a robust job 
market and institutions and 
businesses that support 
Afghan families, such as 
mosques and halal markets, 
she said. 

The U.S. State Depart- 
ment says it doesn’t track 
how many of the Afghans 
are in temporary accom- 
modations. The top states 
for Afghans arriving follow- 
ing the Taliban takeover are 
Texas (nearly 10,500); Cali- 
fornia (over 8,200), Virginia 
(over 5,100) and Washing- 
ton (over 2,800), according 
to State Department data. 

Near the nation’s capital, 
Lutheran Social Services 
has helped settle more 
than 4,000 Afghans since 
last summer. For many, 
the benefits of a commu- 


nity that is like “a second 
Kabul” outweigh the high 
housing costs, said Zabi, 
a housing coordinator for 
LSS and relatively recent 
refugee from Afghanistan 
who asked to be identified 
by his nickname because he 
still has family who could 
be targeted there because of 
his prior work with the U.S. 
military. 

Zabi is working to 
convince area landlords 
and property owners that 
Afghan refugees are worth 
granting some leeway. 

“They’re gonna pay their 
rent, that’s for sure,” he said, 
adding many find employ- 
ment quickly, with help 
from the agency and the 
existing Afghan community. 

In Newburyport, Massa- 
chusetts, churches opened 
their doors to temporarily 
house four Afghan fami- 
lies. The Rev. Jarred Mercer 
said helping them set down 
permanent roots is daunting 
given the high cost of living 
in the largely white, affluent 
community near the New 
Hampshire state line. 

He and another pastor are 
working with city officials 
and hope to bring local prop- 
erty owners and nonprofits 
on board to help tackle the 
housing question. In the 
meantime, they’ve raised 
funds and formed volunteer 
committees to coordinate 
everything from teaching 
English classes to driving 
the families around town. 

“They’re getting more and 
more entrenched in town, 
especially the children, and 
it would just be more trauma 
to uproot them and start the 
whole process over again,” 
Mercer said. 

That already happened 
to several Afghan families 
who were asked to try a 
new location after search- 
ing for months for a home 
in Southern California, said 
Sonik Sadozai, a volunteer 
with Afghan Refugee Relief. 

Sadozai, who came to the 
country as a refugee four 
decades ago from Afghan- 
istan, said she’s been doing 
this work for years and never 
faced so many hurdles. 


7 dead in Iowa after twisters 
tear across state, officials say

WINTERSET, Iowa — 
Seven people were killed 
when several tornadoes 
swept through central 
Iowa, destroying homes and 
knocking down trees and 
power lines in the state’s 
deadliest storm in more 
than a decade, authorities 
said. 

Emergency management 
officials in Madison County 
said four were injured and 
six people were killed 
Saturday when one tornado 
touched down in the area 
southwest of Des Moines 
near the town of Winterset 
around 4:30 p.m. Among 
those killed were two chil- 
dren under the age of 5 and 
four adults. 

In Lucas County, about 
54 miles southeast of Des 
Moines, officials confirmed 
one death and multiple 
reported injuries when a 
separate tornado struck less 
than an hour later. 

The state Department of 
Natural Resources said that 
person who died was in an 
RV at acampground at Red 
Haw State Park in Chariton, 
Iowa. 

The National Weather 
Service in Des Moines 
tweeted Sunday that there 
were at least three thunder- 
storms producing torna- 
does, but it’s “unknown at 
this time how many torna- 
does occurred.” 

Storms also caused 
damage in the Des Moines 
suburb of Norwalk, areas 
just east of Des Moines and 
other areas of eastern Iowa. 
The storms were fueled by 
warm, moist air from the 
Gulf of Mexico. 

Officials reported a 
number of homes were 
damaged, roads were 
blocked by downed lines, 
and tree branches were 
shredded by the strong 
winds. At one point, power 
outages affected about 
10,000 in the Des Moines 
area.

deadliest to occur in Iowa 
since May 2008 when one 
tornado destroyed nearly 
300 homes and killed nine 
people in the northern Iowa 
city of Parkersburg. Another 
tornado amonth later killed 
four boys at the Little Sioux 
Boy Scout ranch in western 
Iowa. 

Northern Illinois Univer- 
sity meteorology professor 
Victor Gensini said there 
have been plenty of exam- 
ples of deadly storms in 
March even though they 
are more common in April 
and May. 

Saturday’s storms were 
not nearly as unusual as the 
mid-December tornado 
outbreak that Iowa saw last 
year, he said. 

“The storms that produce 
these tornadoes — these 
supercell storms — they 
don’t care what the calen- 
dar says,” Gensini said. “It 
doesn’t have to say June. 
It doesn’t have to say May. 
They form whenever the 
ingredients are present. 
And they were certainly 
present yesterday.” 

Scientists have said that 
extreme weather events 
and warmer temperatures 
are more likely to occur 
with human-caused climate 
change. However, scientif- 
ically attributing a storm 
system to global warming 
requires specific analysis 
and computer simulations 


that take time, haven’t been 
done and sometimes show 
no clear connection. 

Iowa Gov. Kim Reyn- 
olds issued a disaster proc- 
lamation for Madison 
County, which allows state 
resources to be used to assist 
with response and recovery 
efforts. Madison County 
Kmergency Management 
Director Diogenes Ayala 
said 25 to 30 homes were 
badly damaged. 

“This is the worst anyone 
has seen ina very long time,” 
Ayala said. 

Homeowners and volun- 
teers were picking up wood 
debris and beginning to 
clear it away Sunday in the 
rolling hills south of Wint- 
erset as chainsaws whirred 
away in the background. 

Amid the remnants of 
destroyed houses blown off 
their foundations, a white 
car sat on its roof and debris 
hung from the trees. The 
foundation was all that was 
left of several homes. The 
tornado carved a narrow 
path of destruction along a 
ridge while several hundred 
feet away other homes sit 
undamaged. 

Gensini said Saturday’s 
storms likely caused more 
than $1 billion in damages 
over their entire track when 
the severe damage in Iowa 
is combined with wind 
damage as far away as Illi- 
nois.

Mr. Gerald, a 71-year old man from 
Unionville, has been seeing his primary 
care physician for years. Although proud 
of his good health, Mr. Gerald laments that 
he has never been weighed or examined on 
the table at these appointments. 

That is because Mr. Gerald has cere- 
bral palsy and uses a wheelchair, requir- 
ing additional time, staff and equipment to 
ensure his safe transfer. 

“T guess it’s just easier to do it in my 
wheelchair,” he said. “But I can’t help but 
wonder if something gets missed.” 

When Mr. Gerald saw his specialist in 
Physical Medicine and Rehabilitation for a 


minor procedure, the doctor asked his aide, 


Mary, to lift him onto the exam table. “I 
was So nervous,’ Mary said. “I could have 
dropped him, but also hurt myself. He’s not 
too heavy, but it’s an awkward position for 
me to be in.” 

Mr. Gerald is not alone. Over 55,000 
adults in Connecticut have mobility 
disability, which is defined as serious diffi- 
culty walking or climbing stairs. In fact, 
mobility disability is the most common 
disability among adult Americans, 
affecting 1in 7 people. More community 
members with mobility limitations have 
chimed in recently about their health care 
experiences.

I met Mr. Gerald during my second 
year of medical school when I became 
involved with the Citizens Coalition for 


Equal Access (CC=A), a grassroots disabil- 


ity advocacy group in Greater Hartford. 
CC=A members have significant disabil- 
ities, and many live in accessible housing 


designed for people with physical disabil- 


ities. I recognized that Mr. Gerald and 
others were receiving substandard care. 
When I rotated at different Connecticut 


hospitals during my third and fourth years 
of medical school, I witnessed the physical 


barriers. 

Decades of studies show that people 
with disabilities have higher rates of 
preventable diseases and poorer health 
outcomes than the general population. 


These stark differences in health outcomes 


are not primarily caused by underly- 
ing disability, but rather by the differen- 
tial treatment of people with disabilities 
within the health care system. 

One of the most significant barriers is 
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the lack of accessible medical diagnostic 
equipment (MDE), including exam tables, 


chairs, scales, lifts and imaging equipment. 


In May 2021, the National Council on 
Disability, an independent federal advi- 
sory agency on disability policy, published 


a report on this issue. Although health care 
providers are required by law to ensure full 
and equal access to their services and facil- 


ities, the written law needs enforcement 
to truly take effect. The Affordable Care 


Act required the U.S. Access Board to issue 


accessibility standards for MDE. Those 


technical standards were published in 2017 


but have yet to be enforced at the federal 
level. So they remain recommendations 
and not regulations with the law behind 
them. The only federal agency to act is 
the Veterans Health Association, which 
requires all equipment purchases to meet 
the standards for MDE. 

State Rep. Mike Demicco proposed a 
bill that would require MDE purchased 
by health care facilities meet or exceed 
those technical standards. That would 


effectively make Connecticut the first state 


to do so. I submitted public testimony in 
support of the bill, as did many members 


of CC=A. However, the bill was opposed by 


the Connecticut Hospital Association and 


Connecticut State Medical Society, both of 
whom cited logistical and financial barriers 


at the height of the COVID-19 pandemic. 
Expectedly, the bill died. 
This year, disability activists from CC=A 


joined a newly formed group, which 

meets monthly and includes stakehold- 
ers from Connecticut health care systems, 
the Connecticut Hospital Association, the 
Connecticut State Medical Society and 

the Connecticut Department of Public 
Health. The working group’s objectives 
are twofold: first, to include people with 
disabilities to increase awareness of their 
lived experiences in the health care system 
with respect to accessibility; second, to 
develop collaborative strategies to increase 
the prevalence and use of accessible MDE. 

Rep. Demicco will propose a bill in the 
2022 legislative session with input from 
the working group. The cost of change has 
already proved to be an obstacle, especially 
in COVID-19 times, but disability advo- 
cates know that change is wrought from 
hardship and never comes at the ideal 
moment. 

As a physician-in-training, I aim to 
provide quality care to all of my patients, 
including patients like Mr. Gerald. People 
with disabilities deserve equal opportunity 
and dignity in all aspects of life, including 
medical care. Ensuring accessible MDE isa 
critical first step toward improving health 
care quality and access for people with 
disabilities.

Trump looks increasingly like a stray 
hair to be flicked off the nation’s sleeve

WASHINGTON — Floundering in his 
attempts to wield political power while 
lacking a political office, Donald Trump 
looks increasingly like a stray orange hair to 
be flicked off the nation’s sleeve. His resid- 
ual power, which he must use or lose, is 
to influence his party’s selection of candi- 
dates for state and federal offices. This is, 
however, perilous because he has the power 
of influence only if he is perceived to have 
it. That perception will dissipate if his inter- 
ventions in Republican primaries continue 
to be unimpressive. 

So, Trump must try to emulate the protag- 
onist of “A Connecticut Yankee in King 
Arthur’s Court.” In Mark Twain’s novel, a 
19th-century American is transported back in 
time to Britain in the year 528. He gets in trou- 
ble, is condemned to death, but remembers 
that a solar eclipse occurred on the date of 
his scheduled execution. He saves himself by 
vowing to extinguish the sun but promising to 
let it shine again if his demands are met. 

Trump is faltering at the business of 
commanding outcomes that are, like 
Twain’s eclipse, independent of his inter- 
ventions. Consider the dilemma of David 
Perdue. 

He is a former Republican senator 
because Trump, harping on the cosmic 
injustice of his November loss in 2020, 
confused and demoralized Georgia Repub- 
licans enough to cause Perdue’s defeat 
by 1.2 percentage points in the January 
2021 runoff. Nevertheless, Trump talked 
Perdue into running in this year’s guberna- 
torial primary against Georgia’s Republi- 
can incumbent, Brian Kemp, whom Trump 
loathes because Kemp spurned Trump’s 
demand that Georgia’s presidential vote be 
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delegitimized. In a February poll, Kemp led 
Perdue by 10 points. 

Trump failed in his attempt to boost his 
preferred Senate candidate in North Caro- 
lina, Rep. Ted Budd, by pressuring a rival 
out of the race. As of mid-January, Budd 
was trailing in the polls. Trump reportedly 
might endorse a second Senate candidate in 
Alabama, his first endorsement, of Rep. Mo 
Brooks, having been less than earthshaking. 
Trump has endorsed Idaho Lt. Gov. Janice 
McGeachin in the gubernatorial primary 
against Gov. Brad Little. A poll published 
in January: Little 59%, McGeachin 18%. 
During Trump’s presidency, a majority of 
Republicans said they were more support- 
ers of Trump than of the GOP. That has now 
reversed. 

Trump is an open book who has been 
reading himself to the nation for 40 years. In 
that time, he has changed just one important 
word in his torrent of talk: He has replaced 
“Japan” with “China” in assigning blame 
for our nation’s supposed anemia. He is an 
entertainer whose repertoire is stale. 

A European war is unhelpful for Trump 
because it reminds voters that Longfellow 
was right: Life is real, life is earnest. Trump’s 
strut through presidential politics was made 
possible by an American reverie; war in 
Europe has reminded people that politics is 
serious. 

From Capitol Hill to city halls, Democrats 
have presided over surges of debt, inflation, 
crime, pandemic authoritarianism and educa- 
tional intolerance. Public schools, a point of 
friction between citizens and government, 
are hostages of Democratic-aligned teachers 
unions that have positioned K-12 education in 
an increasingly adversarial relationship with 
parents. The most lethal threat to Demo- 
crats, however, is the message Americans are 
hearing from the party’s media-magnified 


progressive minority: You should be ashamed 
of your country. 

Trump’s message is similar. He says 
this country is saturated with corruption, 
from the top, where dimwits represent the 
evidently dimwitted voters who elected 
them, down to municipalities that conduct 
rigged elections. Progressives say the 
nation’s past is squalid and not really past; 
Trump says the nation’s present is a disgrace. 

Speaking of embarrassments: We are the 
sum of our choices, and Vladimir Putin has 
provoked some Trump poodles to make illu- 
minating ones. Their limitless capacity for 
canine loyalty now encompasses the Krem- 
lin war criminal. (The first count against 
Nazi defendants at Nuremberg: “Plan- 
ning, preparation, initiation and waging 
of wars of aggression.”) For example, the 
vaudevillian-as-journalist Tucker Carlson, 
who never lapses into logic, speaks like an 
arrested-development adolescent: Putin has 
never called me a racist, so there. 

J.D. Vance, groveling for Trump’s bene- 
diction (Vance covets Ohio’s Republican 
Senate nomination), two weeks ago said: “I 
don’t really care what happens to Ukraine.” 
Apparently upon discovering that Ohio 
has 43,000 Ukrainian Americans, Vance 
underwent a conviction transplant, saying, 
“Russia’s assault on Ukraine is unquestion- 
ably a tragedy,” and emitting clouds of idol- 
atry for Trump’s supposedly Metternichian 
diplomacy regarding Putin. 

For Trump, the suppurating wound on 
American life, and for those who share his 
curdled venom, war is a hellacious distrac- 
tion from their self-absorption. Fortunately, 
their ability to be major distractions is 
waning.

The magnitude of mental health challenges

The Courant’s call for action on the 
mental health crisis impacting children 
and their families amplifies the voices of 
behavioral health experts, providers, poli- 
cymakers, and, most importantly, parents 


[Opinion, Page 2, Feb. 27, “The time to act on 


mental health care is now” |. 

The editorial cites well-informed and 
evidence-based strategies to directly 
address the current behavioral health crisis, 
such as workforce development, expan- 
sion of clinician capacity, school-based peer 
support programs, and addressing detri- 
mental insurance policies that demand our 
immediate attention and action. 

However, favorably impacting the trajec- 
tory of the current crisis also demands that 
we go beyond the critical need for strength- 
ening treatment to address the root causes 
of the problem. 

As adevelopmental and behavioral pedi- 
atrician, I am cognizant of the magnitude of 
mental health challenges among children 
and youth. During my 15-year tenure as 
physician-in-chief of Connecticut Chil- 
dren’s, I frequently shared my dismay with 
the extent to which children in behavioral 
health crisis were stuck in limbo in our 
emergency department. 

I published an op-ed in The Courant in 
2012, “Disturbed Kids Stuck In Emergency 
Room Limbo,” in which I lamented in the 
wake of the Sandy Hook tragedy that 16 
children in behavioral health crisis were in 
our ED. That number today would be seen 


as a relief from the daily surge of children 
seeking urgent behavioral health care. 

The crisis unquestionably demands 
immediate strengthening of our capacity to 
treat children and youth with urgent behav- 
ioral health needs, including expanding 
inpatient bed capacity when hospitalization 
is indicated. 

However, strengthening treatment access 
and capacity, while of enormous and critical 
importance, is insufficient alone to favor- 
ably alter the longer-term trajectory of this 
crisis. We must also acknowledge the need 
for a comprehensive response that encom- 
passes strategies that address the problem’s 
root causes — the adverse social, environ- 
mental, economic and behavioral factors 
that so powerfully impact families and 
determine children’s outcomes. 

We have many resources and opportunities 
at our disposal to favorably bend the curve of 
the behavioral health crisis for current and 
future generations of children by strength- 
ening the capacity of families to promote 
their children’s social and emotional compe- 
tence. Select examples include the Office of 
Health Strategy’s State Innovation Model 
that supports health enhancement commu- 
nities, such as the North Hartford Triple Aim 
Collaborative, to work collaboratively across 
sectors to improve families’ social, economic 
and physical conditions to improve children’s 
well-being. 

Also, there is the North Hartford Ascend 
Pipeline, recently funded by a U.S. Depart- 
ment of Education Promise Neighbor- 
hoods grant to significantly improve the 


academic and developmental outcomes of 
children living in distressed communities 
by enabling access of children, youth, and 
families to a community-based continuum 
of high quality services. Another example is 
transforming child health services to better 
focus on meeting parents’ goals and prior- 
ities by implementing so-called goal-con- 
cordant care. And another: strengthening 
the capacity of the State Office of Early 
Childhood’s Help Me Grow Connecticut, in 
partnership with United Way 211 and Child 
Development Infoline, to reach families 
with concerns for their children’s devel- 
opment and behavior and ensure referral 
and linkage to relevant community-based 
programs and services. 

Our ultimate success in mitigating the 
long-term impact of the current behav- 
ioral health crisis demands a comprehen- 
sive, integrated approach to building an 
equitable, accessible, effective early child- 
hood system that will strengthen all fami- 
lies to advance their children’s social and 
emotional well-being. We have the knowl- 
edge, the capacity and even the resources 
to implement such a system. The question 
is whether we have the will to prioritize 
such actions. I am hopeful that, as noted 
in the editorial, support for real change 
from lawmakers, practitioners and parents 
suggests that we do.

Lamont quiet so far 
on banning ‘captive 
audience’ meetings

Federal grand jury 
looking at state school 
construction spending

Federal authorities have issued a 
subpoena to the city of Bristol seek- 
ing all records affiliated with the 
Bristol Memorial Boulevard Arts 
Magnet School project, making it 
at least the second project to draw 
the interest of a federal grand 
jury investigating Konstantinos 
Diamantis and the state’s school 
construction grant program. 

Bristol Corporation Coun- 
sel Edward Krawiecki Jr. said 
that the city had received the 
subpoena electronically and was 
in the process of accumulating 
the documents and emails that 
the grand jury is seeking. 

Krawiecki said he was await- 
ing guidance from the FBI before 
releasing the actual subpoena but 
acknowledged it was identical to 
one that Tolland officials received 
regarding a school building proj- 
ect in that town. Bristol has the 
same mid-March time frame to 
produce the evidence, he said. 

Tolland officials acknowledged 
Thursday that they had received 
a subpoena from federal authori- 
ties seeking records from 2015 to 
the present “identifying all Office 
of School Construction Grants 
& Review (OSCG&R) projects 
in Tolland; all communications 
with or related to Konstantinos 
Diamantis or any other employee 
of OSCG&R; all documents 
related to any OSCG&R project 
at Birch Grove Primary School.”

Alaudin Ullah has written a play 
with a punchline.

where workers are often threatened and 
harassed about joining the union,” said Ed 
Hawthorne, the president of the Connecti- 
cut AFL-CIO. 

Two-thirds of Americans approved of unions 
ina Gallup poll last year, the highest point since 
1965. But union membership fell to 10% of 
the workforce, a statistic labor leaders say is 
evidence of an unfair playing field produced 
by adverse laws, a hostile Supreme Court and 
sophisticated union-busting techniques. 

Connecticut is a labor-friendly state, but 
one with a decades-long history of anemic 
job growth that sometimes makes lawmak- 
ers wary of putting the state at the forefront 
of labor fights — a concern that business is 
trying to exploit in fighting more than three 
dozen pending labor bills. 

“We’ve got a serious issue in this state in 
terms of getting people back into the work- 
place,” said Eric Gjede, a lobbyist for the 
Connecticut Business and Industry Associ- 
ation. “These guys keep focusing on other

debuted in 2020 as a benefit concert featur- 
ing Adam Lambert, Wayne Brady and other 
stars after the idea percolated for months on 
the social media platform among musical 
theater fans and out-of-work performers. 

Last year, the female duo known as 
Barlow & Bear went viral on TikTok with 
a song inspired by the soapy Netflix period 
drama “Bridgerton.” That led to “The Unof- 
ficial Bridgerton Musical,” a 15-song album 
now up for a Grammy — a first for a TikTok 
collaboration. 

Riew’s musical draws on the Korean folk- 
tale “The Blind Man’s Daughter,’ about a 
young woman whotries to restore her blind 
father’s sight but ends up in the faraway 
Dragon Kingdom. 

In Riew’s version, the young Shimcheong 
spends years growing up in the magical 
realm before setting out on an epic journey 
home. Along the way, truths are revealed, 
obstacles are overcome and there’s no short- 
age of laughs and catchy songs. 

If that sounds like the plot for many of 
Disney’s most beloved works, that’s the 
point, says Riew, who grew up on a steady 
diet of Disney and Broadway soundtracks 
and began writing her own songs and musi- 
cals at a young age. 

“What stood out to me is that it’s a story 
about a young woman who goes on an 
adventure,” she explains. “There aren’t 
too many stories in Korean folklore about 
women, especially ones where they go on 
adventures.” 

Disney has historically struggled to reflect 
the diversity of its audience, falling back 
on stories featuring predominantly white 
characters and stereotypical depictions of 
non-white cultures, says Jana Thomas, a 
media and communications professor at 
Kansas State University who researches 
social media and has also written about 
representation in Disney films. 

But the entertainment giant has 
responded to calls for more representa- 
tive works and found success, from 2016’s

Gov. Ned Lamont, a Democrat and cable 
entrepreneur with a keen sensitivity as to how 
the state’s business climate is viewed nation- 
ally, supported passage of the $15 minimum 
wage and paid leave, but he has resisted labor’s 
calls for amore progressive tax structure.

“We’re hopeful the governor’s office is on 
board,” he said. 

Wisconsin passed a captive audience bill 
in 2009 before rescinding it.

‘Julia’s use of TikTok to build a fanbase 
and attract the attention of Disney was a 
well-executed move,” Thomas adds. “She 
used a social media platform preferred by a 
user demographic that support her goal to 
increase representation within media and 
entertainment. I’d love to see Julia’s story 
be an example for others who want to maxi- 
mize the proactive and positive power of 
social media.” 

Spokespeople for Disney didn’t respond 
to an email seeking comment. But even if 
the film studio doesn’t come calling, Riew 
is optimistic Shimcheong will live on after 
she graduates and embarks on a career as a 
musical composer and lyricist. She’s already 
hired an agent to help navigate some of the 
early discussions. 

“Tt seems at this point the project will be 
moving forward,” she said. “Not sure yet if 
that means as a stage production, as an indie 
film or something else, but there definitely 
has been some interest.” 

Riew says she’s long toyed with the idea of 
a musical drawing from her Korean heritage 
but only seriously started working on it after 
the coronavirus pandemic hit and she ended 
up moving back home because campus was 
shuttered. 

Riew admits she struggled at times to 
write the story and questioned if it was 
appropriate for her, as a third generation 
Korean American, to tell it. 

“There were moments where I tried to 
quit, when I felt like I was a fake Korean,’ 
she said. “But I realized over the process that 
we can only really represent our own story, 
and that’s totally OK. There’s no such thing 
as one way to be Korean.” 

Putting the videos up on TikTok hasn’t 
just helped generate buzz for the project — 
it’s also helped her refine it. 

Riew says she changed the character of 
Lotus, Shimcheong’s sidekick and the story’s 
comic relief, from a dragon to a gumiho — a 
mythical nine-tail fox in Korean folklore — 
based on feedback from supporters. 

“It’s been reinvigorating,” she said of 
putting out her work to the sometimes crit- 
ical eye of social media. “It’s been eye-open- 
ing to realize how many people would love 
to see this come to fruition.”

Ullah’s a seasoned standup comic, and he 
dips into the comic’s tool bag for his presen- 
tation here: waving arms, comic voices, finely 
detailed cultural references (from Satyajit Ray 
to Bruce Lee to Ullah’s comedy idols George 
Carlin and Richard Pryor). Even when the talk 
is of depression or death, humor is paramount. 
The family stories either have funny endings 
or contain funny, exasperated characters. 

Ullah’s outfitted in the comedian’s uniform 
of a T-shirt, blue jeans and nice sneakers. 
Sharma is also dressed comfortably, though 
less casually. The set they are on — a dark slat- 
ted wooden platform backed by a similarly 
dark slatted wooden wall, with Sharma on his 
own raised area of the stage — adds a formal 
quality which balances the loose nature of 
Ullah’s storytelling. The great regional theater 
director Chay Yew keeps Ullah from wander- 
ing away and has him travel around the stage 
in crisp straight lines.

The clever lighting design by Anshuman 
Bhatia eschews spotlights for square blocks 
of light, which give a panel-by-panel comic 
strip feel to the narrative. Ullah moves from 
one block to another when switching to a 
new character or topic, or just to change his 
position for variety’s sake. The only prop is 
a chair, which serves as a makeshift comedy 
club stage, ametaphor for loss and sometimes 
just a place for Ullah to sit down — “Dish- 
washer Dreams” is clearly a strenuous show 
to perform, particularly a couple of lengthy, 
exciting segments set at Yankee Stadium. 

Sharma, a virtuoso on the India hand drums 
known as tabla, gets to doa short preshow set 
while the house lights are still on in the audi- 
torium. He taps out very precise patterns that 
can turn into melodies Gncluding one that 
mimics Henry Mancini’s “Pink Panther” 
theme). Silently, through smiles and gestures, 
he leads the audience in a hand-clapping 
accompaniment to his impressive percus- 
sion. He’s essentially a warmup act to Ullah, 
whom he then supports with beats that serve 
as sound effects, a soundtrack and an ambi- 
ent soundscape that helps set “Dishwasher 
Dreams’”s erratic pace.

Craig Becker, the general counsel for the 
AFL-CIO, said the bill is constitutional. 

“The bill in no way prevents employers or 
anyone else from discussing religion, politics 
or any other subject,” he said. “The only thing 
the bill prohibits is threatening to discharge 
or discipline or actually discharging or disci- 
plining employees who do not wish to listen 
to such speech.”

Republicans slowly eclipsed Democratic 
power from 2010 to 2016, when the GOP won 
half the seats in the Senate and came within 
five of a majority in the House of Represen- 
tatives. But Democrats, and labor, have since 
rebounded. 

Democrats currently hold majorities of 
23-13 in the Senate and 97-54 in the House.

play structure, there’s a stop-start quality to 
much of the show. Ullah, however, is affable 
and endearing enough to get through any lag 
time. When he sometimes messes up a care- 
fully scripted line, he gives an adorable little 
chuckle and gets on with it. When one story 
gets arobust laugh despite its downbeat tone 
he has a follow-up line ready: “Thank you for 
laughing at my pain.” 

“Dishwasher Dreams” is jokey, but the jokes 
are instructive. Many of them involve racist 
remarks directed at Ullah and his family by 
neighbors, schoolmates, work colleagues, 
rednecks in diners in the Southern U.S. during 
Jim Crow and especially casting agents audi- 
tioning Ullah for demeaning movie roles. (One 
asks him to “do a Muslim accent”) Other jokes 
revolve around Ullah trying to find himself: 
“T’m about as Muslim as Pee Wee Herman,” 
he claims early in the show, but his religious 
upbringing ends up informing much of his 
moral struggle and search for meaning. 

Ultimately, “Dishwasher Dreams” comes 
down to a series of differing impressions 
of America. Is it a place of freedom or of 
oppression? Opportunity or disillusion- 
ment? Respect or disappointment?” The best 
thing about “Dishwasher Dreams” is that it’s 
not easy, not clean, not pat. It’s messy and 
funny and real. 

At Friday’s opening night performance, 
Ullah was moved to make a curtain speech 
that linked “Dishwasher Dreams” to current 
world events. “We are immigrants. We are 
not boogeymen. We stand in solidarity with 
Ukraine” He also thanked Hartford Stage for 
supporting the play, which has been exten- 
sively revised after its one previous produc- 
tion at Writers Theatre in Chicago. “This is 
theater that is not normally produced,” Ullah 
proclaimed. 

And why not? Isn’t this America?

Dear Bewildered: Let’s 
start by talking about 
divorce. Not that long 

ago, divorce meant a total 
severing of a relation- 
ship. But then Gwyneth 
Paltrow and Chris Martin 
highlighted the concept of 
“conscious uncoupling,” 
where a couple ceases to 
be married, but continues 
to love one another, even as 
they move onto other rela- 
tionships. 

You may define marriage 
as monogamy until divorce 
or death, but as people 
explore their freedom to 
redefine the boundar-

‘Cyberchase’ uses geopolitics, 
math and Lloyd to save world

In his roles, Christopher 
Lloyd is known for driving 
a taxi as “Taxi’s” Jim Igna- 
towski and a DeLorean as 
“Back to the Future’s” Doc 
Brown. But as the Hacker 
on PBS Kids’ “Cyberchase,’ 
he’s often driving his ship, 
the Grim Wreaker, while 
concocting one scheme or 
another to take over the 
(cyber)world. 

Lloyd, 83, has voiced the 
Hacker since the animated 
show debuted 20 years 
ago, and “Cyberchase” 
recently kicked offits 13th 
season on PBS Kids. 

The Emmy-winnin 
series helps build chil- 
dren’s math and cogni- 
tive skills while adding 
a healthy dose of envi- 
ronmental literacy. The 
new episodes spotlight 
the series’ heroes — 

Jackie (voiced by Novie 
Edwards), Matt (Jacque- 
line Pillon), Inez (Annick 
Obonsawin) and Digit 
(Gilbert Gottfried) — as 
they tackle timely topics 
such as pollution, invasive 
species, sustainable design 
and biodiversity by using 
their problem-solving and 
math skills to save the day 
and take down the Hacker. 

This interview with 
Lloyd has been edited for 
clarity and length. 


Q: As the Hacker, you’re 
evil, or aspiring to be evil, 
but there are moments of, 
dare | say, good? Is that 
something you push for? 
A: It just comes out, in spite 
of himself. I’m aspiring to 
have everything under my 
control (as the Hacker). 

I get these ideas that are 
just there to make me look 
good and for me to be the 
genius that makes all this 
stuff happen. They’re evil, 
they’re antisocial — but he 
doesn’t care. Each episode, 
I’m out to make another 
conquest. 


Q: What drew you to the

show initially? 

A: kind of just like the 
premise of it. Every 
episode they pull the 

rug out from under me. I 
fail every time. And they 
achieve that through 

the choices they make, 
which involve mathemat- 
ics. They’re learning how 
to apply mathematics to 
real-life situations. And 
they had a mathemati- 
cian always (helping with 
the writing and teaching 
moments). It’s maybe a 
little subtle, but it’s cool. 


Q: You’ve had so many 
roles that dealt with 
relating to kids and young 
adults. Is that by choice, 
or just roles you gravitate 
toward? 

A: I noted that the other 
day. ... I[haven’t done 
anything to get those roles, 
but it’s true. I can’t really 
altogether explain that, but 
I don’t regret a minute of it 
because it’s made it possi- 
ble for me to work with 
some great people and 
make some great films. 


Q: What have you learned 
about voice acting that 
you didn’t know when you 
started? 

A: I didn’t want to do 
(voice-over work). I 
thought, ‘I’m an actor; 
you know? But it kept 
coming up, and I’d get 


offers for things. I was 
kind of won over. It’s my 
voice, but I have to feed 
that with emotions and 
choices whether my face 
is Showing or not. I have 

to do the same homework. 
The emotion’s gotta come 
through with the voice to 
make it believable. After a 
while, I got kind of hooked 
on it. Sometimes they’d 
bring a camera to shoot me 
while doing it, and I tend to 
gesticulate a lot and move 
around. Sometimes the 
character that I’m doing 
hasn’t been drawn yet, and 
they’d incorporate some 
of my movements. So with 
that aspect of it, it became 
kind of cool. 


Q: What do you think is 
the main issue right now 
that you’d want to impart 
to the kids who watch 
“Cyberchase”? 

A: I think to be aware of 
changes that have to be 
made because of climate 
change. Whether they can 
hold it at a certain level or 
not, it’s going to change 
things. An awareness of 
that. An awareness of 
what democracy is about 
because it’s being chal- 
lenged pretty strongly here 
and elsewhere. ...

BOSTON — The challenge to 
Jayson Tatum against a Brook- 
lyn lineup that featured a rare 
appearance from both Kevin 
Durant and Kyrie Irving: “Take 
the alpha approach.” 

“Be the best guy on the court 
each night,” Celtics coach Ime 
Udoka said he told Tatum before 
Tatum scored a season-high 54 
points to lead Boston to a126-120 
victory over the uncommonly 
intact Nets. “He takes pride in 
the matchup going against high- 
level opponents.” 

Durant played in his second 
game since mid-January and 
scored 37 for the Nets, becoming 
the 23rd player in NBA history 
to reach 25,000 points. Irving 
joined him for just the fourth 
time all season, scoring 19 in his 
first game in three weeks and 
his first in Boston since he was 
pelted with a water bottle during 
the playofts last year. 

“Those matchups — when 
you’re playing one of the better 
teams in the league, two of the 
best guys — as a competitor, 
those are the kinds of moments 
that as a kid you looked forward 
to,” Tatum said. “When those 
opportunities come, you try to 
make the most of it.” 

Tatum scored 34 points in the 
second half, and Jaylen Brown 
finished with 21 for the Celt- 
ics. Brown, who was cleared to 
return to Boston’s lineup after 
testing his sprained ankle before 
the game, beat the 24-second 
clock with a 3-pointer to give 
Boston a 121-115 lead with 40 
seconds left.

Durant missed a jumper the 
next time down. Tatum was 
fouled the next possession and, 
as “MVP!” chants rang out in the 
TD Garden, he hit one of two 
free throws to surpass his previ- 
ous season high of 51. 

He added a pair of free 
throws in the final seconds for 
the second-highest total of his 
career. 

“It was chaos, good chaos,” 
said Marcus Smart, who had 14 
points and nine assists. “It was 
a fun game, and it was a fun five 
minutes to be a part of-” 

The Celtics, who trailed 90-81 
with a little over a minute left in 
the third quarter, have won five 
of their last six and 21 of their last 
27 games. 

Tatum, who played one season 
at Duke before the Celtics 
drafted him No. 3 overall in 2017, 
said he thought about attending 
Blue Devils coach Mike Krzyze- 
wski’s final home game on Satur- 
day night, a 94-81 loss to North 
Carolina. 

But the Celtics’ 1 p.m. Sunday 
start made it difficult. 

“T definitely wish I could have 
been there for the last game. It 
was an incredible run, 42 years, 
everything he’s accomplished 
at Cameron” Indoor Stadium, 
Tatum said. 

Irving was booed by Boston 
fans still irked that he opted out 
of his contract after professing 
his love for the city. On his last 
visit — the Celtics’ first full house 
since the pandemic began — a 
fan threw a water bottle at him 
when he left the court following 
a playoff victory. 

Irving stomped on the Celt- 
ics’ leprechaun logo at midcourt 
after that game.

Randle fined $50K for shove in Phoenix

Julius Randle’s temper cost him 
more money. 

The Knicks forward was fined 
$50,000 for “forcefully” shoving 
the Phoenix Suns’ Cam Johnson 
during Friday night’s game and 
making contact with a referee, the 
NBA announced Sunday. 

The league said Randle didn’t 
participate with the league’s inves- 
tigation, adding to the punishment. 
He’s been fined three times this 
season by the NBA for a total of 
$90,000. 

The latest offense also proba- 
bly cost the Knicks a victory. They 
were leading by 10 late in the third 
quarter, with Randle as the catalyst, 
when the 27-year-old turned furi- 
ous at Johnson for running into his 
back during a rebound attempt. 

Randle pushed aside the arm 
of the intervening referee to get 
at Johnson, and unleashed a 
two-hand shove in the chest of the 
Suns forward. 

It turned into a disaster for the 
Knicks. Randle picked up two techs 
on the play and was ejected. John- 
son scored 21 points in the fourth 
quarter, including the game-win- 
ner trey at the buzzer. Randle said 
he apologized to his teammates 
and took responsibility, even if he 
somewhat questioned the ejection 
decision. 

“I was a little bit surprised,” 
Randle said ahead of Sunday 
night’s game against the Kings. 
“But it’s part of the game. I usually 
thought I’d get one (technical) and 
it would be over with. I didn’t see 
the double tech coming. But it’s still 
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Suns forward Cameron Johnson and Knicks forward Julius Randle got into an altercation on Friday, and it cost

my fault.” 

Tom Thibodeau called the ejec- 
tion “borderline.” 

“It’s an emotional game,” the 
coach said. “There’s going to be 
exchanges. You have to be careful 
not to cross over that line. Everyone 
understands that. It was unfortu- 
nate. I thought it was borderline, 
to be honest with you. You can’t 
put it in an official’s hands to make 
a decision like that. We can learn 
from that.” 

There have been concerns and 
questions around the league about 
the Knicks enabling Randle’s 
behavior and not holding him 


accountable. In addition to the 
three fines from the NBA, Randle 
has two ejections and is tied for 
sixth in the league with 11 techs. 

The Knicks were also docked 
$25,000 in January for violating 
access rules regarding Randle, 
essentially eating the fine because 
he didn’t want to talk to the media 
after games. Less than a month 
later, Randle slapped the laptop of 
a team video coordinator and was 
restrained by teammates during a 
timeout. 

In terms of controlling emotions 
during games, the Knicks haven’t 
set the best example. Thibodeau’s 


complaining to the referees is typi- 
cally loud and demonstrative. Top 
executive William Wesley had 
also been animated during games 
toward referees, especially on the 
road, and was spotted last season 
storming around in a tantrum 
behind the basket in Barclays 
Center. 

On the other hand, Randle has 
some legitimate gripes with the 
NBA. His first fine this season was 
$15,000 for punting the ball into the 
stands during the home opener. It 
was a move out of celebration, not 
frustration, since the Knicks had 
just toppled the Celtics in overtime.

Will this last? 


The CBA will make it more diffi- 
cult for WNBA players to compete 
overseas in the future. Beginning 
in 2023, there will be new WNBA 
prioritization rules that will be 
enforced by the league. Any player 
who arrives late to training camp 
will be fined 1% of base salary per 
day late. In addition, any player 
who does not arrive before the first 
day of the regular season will be 
ineligible to play at all that season. 
In 2024 and thereafter, any player 
who does not arrive before the 
first day of training camp (or, with 
respect to unsigned players, finish 
playing overseas) will be ineligible 
to play for the entire season.

MLB on talks: 
‘Deadlocked’

NEW YORK — Major 
League Baseball reacted 
angrily to the latest offer 
by locked-out players 
when bargaining resumed 
Sunday, accusing the union 
of backtracking and show- 
ing no sign of a break- 
through to get the derailed 
season back on track. 

The squabbling sides 
talked for 95 minutes on 
the 95th day of the lockout, 
largely restating their posi- 
tions to each other. 

“We were hoping to see 
movement in our direction 
to give us additional flexi- 
bility and get a deal done 
quickly,” MLB spokesman 
Glen Caplin said. “The 
players’ association chose 
to come back to us with a 
proposal that was worse 
than Monday night and 
was not designed to move 
the process forward. On 
some issues, they went 
backwards. ... We are dead- 
locked. We will try to figure 
out how to respond, but 
nothing in this proposal 
makes it easy.” 

Trying to resolve base- 
ball’s second-longest labor 
stoppage, the sides remain 
far apart on luxury tax, 
minimum salaries and 
the proposed bonus pool 
for pre-arbitration eligi- 
ble players. The union 
lowered its starting point 
for the bonus pool by $5 
million to $80 million but 
left its proposals for the 
luxury tax and minimum 
salary unchanged. 

After the main session, 
Deputy Commissioner 
Dan Halem and union 
negotiator Bruce Meyer 
held a one-on-one session. 
Players suggested the sides 
meet again Monday. 

Commissioner Rob 
Manfred on Tuesday 
canceled the first two 
series of the season for 
each team, a total of 91 
games. This was the

first meeting since then, 
coming in the first season 
delayed by labor strife 
since 1995. 

Among the few areas 
with new proposals, play- 
ers said a fast-track compe- 
tition committee should 
include four union appoin- 
tees, six management 
members and one umpire. 
The group would consider 
rules changes for no earlier 
than 2023 covering a pitch 
clock, limiting defensive 
shifts and using larger 
bases, and it would be able 
to recommend changes 
during the offseason with 
45 days’ notice. 

MLB last week proposed 
that the committee include 
six management officials, 
two union representatives 
and one umpire. Currently, 
management can only 
change rules with union 
consent or unilaterally 
with one year of notice. 

Players said they will 
not allow the commit- 
tee to consider one topic 
MLBasked to be included: 
robots to call balls and 
strikes. 

Following a four-day 
break in talks, the union 
gave a written response to 
the owners’ latest proposal 
that had led to a break- 
down on the ninth day of 
meetings in Florida. 

Players offered to 
increase the postseason 
from 10 teams to 12 but said 
they’re willing to discuss 
management’s desire for 
14 if MLB would consider 
a “ghost win” first round, 
which management isn’t 
interested in. 

Players want to raise 
the luxury tax thresh- 
old from $210 last season 
to $238 million this year, 
$244 million in 2023, 
$250 million in 2024, 
$256 million in 2025 and 
$263 million in 2026. MLB 
is at $220 million in each 
of the next three seasons, 
$224 million in 2025 and 
$230 million in 2026.

Huskies get rematch vs. Wildcats, 
the team that ended their streak

UNCASVILLE — The UConn 
women have had a number of 
impressive streaks over the last 25 
years, with one of the most remark- 
able their dominance in conference 
play. After going seven years with- 
out a loss in the AAC, the Huskie 
went unbeaten again in the Big East 
last season. 

The streak of conference wins 
reached 169 when Villanova came 
to the XL Center on Feb. 9 and 
froze the crowd with a bunch of 32, 
building a 19-point lead. UConn’s 
big fourth quarter rally fell short. 

UConn has been a different team 
since that game, understandably. 
The Huskies played with six that 
night, no Paige Bueckers, Caro- 
line Ducharme or Olivia Nelson- 
Ododa. All will be available tonight 
for ahigh stakes game: the Big East 
Tournament final. The Wildcats 
(23-7) are considered an NCAA 
bubble team. UConn (24-5) is trying 
to boost its seeding for the tourna- 
ment, after being ranked ninth in 
the last bracket reveal. 

“There are many UConn players 
that need to be slowed down and 
stopped,” Villanova coach Denise 
Dillon said. “With UConn, you’ve 
got to honor each and every one 
of the players that’s on the floor. 
So we’ve got to step up our defen- 
sive game, of course, and be able to 
execute whatever we want to on 
offense. At this point in the season, 
it comes down to, you’ve got to 
make shots. You’ve got to make 
shots and get those stops. It’s irrel- 
evant if you’re coming up empty on 
one end or the other.”

offense,” said Karissa McLaughlin, 
who led Marquette with 15 hard- 
earned points. “It makes it harder 
to get the ball on the wings, pushes 
you out more in the post.” 

McLaughlin played all 40 
minutes, and all of the starters 
played over 30. No such thing for 
UConn, with Auriemma using 
his nine-player rotation to devas- 
tating advantage, no one playing 
more than Aaliyah Edwards’ 29 
minutes. There was a reason for 
that, beyond Edwards’ eight points 
and 11 rebounds. 

“For the longest time, we were 
trying to find out why there was 
such a difference [In Edwards’ 
play] from last season to this 
season,” Auriemma said. “And the 
change has been so noticeable. 
Can’t put my finger on why. But 
she’s practicing better. She’s play- 
ing better. She’s more confident. 
She’s getting more things accom- 
plished. And the games reflect that 
when you look at the intangible 
parts of the game, the 11 rebounds, 
the eight points. But, to me, it’s just 
the way she looks and the way it 
feels having her out there right 
now that’s really, really good.” 

Williams had the hot scoring 
touch in the first quarter for the 
second day in a row, and finished 
the game with 13 point. As fatigue 
seemed to set in with Marquette, 
fresh players would come in; Evina 
Westbrook hit back-to-back 3s late 
in the first quarter that re-ignited 
UConn, helping build the lead to 30.

Dorka Juhasz came off the bench 
to score 13, with three assists, and 
Olivia Nelson-Ododa had eight 
points and seven rebounds. No 
matter who is in the game, there 
is no drop-off in the UConn inten- 
sity, the Huskies still hitting the 
floor for loose balls with an insur- 
mountable lead, this time with a 
41-33 rebounding edge. 

“Just looking at it from the 
bench, you can get a little feel of 
the game how it goes,” Juhasz said.

The Huskies shot 50 percent, 
including 7-for-19 on 3s, even 
though Paige Bueckers played a 
quiet 18 % minutes in her fourth 
game back from the injury, 1-for-4 
with two points, and Azzi Fudd 
was off, going 1-for-9, 0-for-5 on 3s. 

“We're in a perfect situation in

Auriemma said. “We have players 
that are raring to go to play more 
minutes because they haven’t 
played hardly at all this year.

has to be Bueckers, who did not 
play when Villanova beat UConn 
last month, could be ready to cut 
loose in her fifth game back. 

UConn’s defense: In a word, 
relentless. UConn’s size, length 
and depth are wearing teams down. 
The Huskies have held six straight 
teams to 51 or fewer points, four 
of them under 40. Their pressure 
has been disruptive, and they have 
roadblocked the paint with Nelson- 
Ododa and Edwards. Nelson- 
Ododa and Caroline Ducharme 
were missing on Feb. 9, and could 
make a difference in defending this 
time. 

Villanova’s offense: The Wild- 
cats thrive on the 3-point line, 
making 10 of 22 in the win at 
UConn. They were 9-for-25 in 
beating Seton Hall on Sunday in 
the semifinals. Siegrist, the Big East 
player of the year, averages 26.3 
points and is shooting better than 
50 percent, and was right on pace 
vs. Seton Hall, 10-for-20, 24 points.

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The Huskies are led by a trio 
of players: R.J Cole, Sanogo and 
Martin, who each average over 
13 points per game. UConn is 12-4 
in Big East games when at least 
two of the three score double- 
digit points. 

Cole is the vocal leader of the 
group and takes the tough shot 
when the moment calls on it. 

“R.J has been a first-team 
all-league player,” Hurley said. 
“He’s been as good as any point 
guard in this league from start to 
finish. He’s closed. He’s led. He’s 
defended at a high level. He does 
so much for this team.” 

Cole had a rough game in 
Saturday’s 75-68 victory over 
DePaul at Gampel Pavilion as 
he had three points on 1-for-9 
shooting, but Martin and Sanogo 
stepped up to carry the load.

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LeBron scores 56 points in victory 


Despite ranking third in NBA history in 
scoring and closing fast on Karl Malone 
in second, LeBron James has somehow 
never been thought of as a pure scorer. 
On Saturday night, James showed he’s 
still more than capable of piling up 
the points in a variety of ways. James 
scored a season-high 56 points and the 
Lakers beat the visiting Warriors 124-116 to snap a four- 
game skid. It was his third-most points in a regular-sea- 
son game and 13th time he has had at least 50. “T felt pretty 
good,’ said James, who had a career-best 61 for the Heat 
against the Hornets in 2014. While James downplayed his 
19-of-31 shooting, including 6 of 11 from 3-point range with 
three consecutive to put the Lakers up 100-97 in the fourth 
quarter, others were more than willing to praise his perfor- 
mance. “He was phenomenal tonight,” said Lakers forward 
Carmelo Anthony, who had 14 points. “... He just put us on 
his back tonight.” James wasn’t the only player to reach the 
50-point mark over the weekend: Jayson Tatum scored a 
season-high 54 points — 34 of them in the second half — 
to lift the host Celtics over the Nets 126-120 on Sunday.

Mike Krzyzewski’s final home game at 
Duke had just ended in an unexpected 
defeat to the Blue Devils’ fiercest rival. 
The time had come for the school to 
hold its postgame on-court ceremony in 
Krzyzewski’s honor. Only, the retiring 
Hall of Famer was still thinking about 
Saturday’s 94-81 loss to North Carolina. 
“I’m sorry about this afternoon,” he began, then waved 
off cheers from the fans. “It was unacceptable. Today was 
unacceptable, but the season has been very acceptable. 
And Ill tell you: this season isn’t over, all right?” It was a 
slightly awkward moment to start of the ceremony, yet 
a sign that the 75-year-old coach was already thinking 
and driven about what’s still to come: a maximum of nine 
games left for the No. 4 Blue Devils with chances to win 
the Atlantic Coast Conference Tournament and a sixth 
NCAA championship.

Steady Scheffler wins at Bay Hill 


Scottie Scheffler played the kind of golf 
that wins a traditional U.S. Open, and 
that’s what the Arnold Palmer Invita- 
tional felt like Sunday at Bay Hill. In 
another final round that featured some 
of the toughest scoring conditions in 
four decades, Scheffler made key putts 
to save two unlikely pars, followed with 
a pair of lag putts and closed with an even-par 72 for a 
one-shot victory. Scheffler now has two PGA Tour titles 
in the last month, having picked up his first victory at the 
Phoenix Open. Only 10 players finished this tournament 
under par. Billy Horschel was the last player with a shot 
at catching Scheffler with a 30-foot birdie putt on the last 
hole that never really had a chance. Horschel shot 75 and 
tied for second along with Tyrrell Hatton (69) and Viktor 
Hovland (74). The world’s fourth-ranked player was still 
tied for the lead until catching a plugged lie in the front 
bunker on the 17th and having to two-putt from 50 feet 
on the fringe for bogey. Needing a birdie on the last hole to 
catch Scheffler, with whom he was paired, the Norwegian 
missed from 18 feet. —Associated Press

Bowman's 2-tire change 
difference in OT victory

LAS VEGAS — Alex Bowman beat 
NASCAR champion Kyle Larson in 
a door-to-door overtime battle at 
Las Vegas Motor Speedway that sent 
Hendrick Motorsports to victory lane 
for the second consecutive week. 

The win Sunday was the first of the 
year for Bowman and seventh of his 
career. It was the second through three 
NASCAR races this season for team 
owner Rick Hendrick. 

Bowman got his shot at the win 
when acaution with three laps remain- 
ing shifted the race from a pair of Joe 
Gibbs Racing cars to the Hendrick 
teammates. Las Vegas native Kyle 
Busch and teammate Martin Truex Jr. 
were in a lap-by-lap chess match for 
the win until the 12th caution ended 
the stirring duel. 

Erik Jones lost control of his car 
with three laps remaining and crashed 
when he overcorrected. Bubba Wallace 
had to swerve hard to avoid drill- 
ing Jones’ disabled car and it caused 
Wallace to slam hard into an interior 
wall. NASCAR threw the caution to 
send the race into overtime and the 
leaders all headed to pit road for a tire 
change. 

The Hendrick trio of Bowman, 
Larson and William Byron all changed 
just two tires to get off pit road first 
through third. Busch, who had gone 
to the pits as the leader, took four tires 
and came off pit road in fourth. 

Larson, the defending Las Vegas 


winner and winner last week in Cali- 
fornia, chose the outside line for the 
restart with Bowman on his inside. 
The two were in a drag race over the 
final two laps and Bowman only got 
significant as he closed in on the check- 
ered flag. 

Bowman, who led three times for 16 
laps, beat Larson to the finish line by 
0.178 seconds. 

“This thing was so fast all day. Never 
had the track position we needed to 
show it?’ said Bowman, who credited 
crew chief Greg Ives for the two-tire 
call. “What a call by Greg Ives. Obvi- 
ously, it paid off.” 

Ross Chastain finished third for 
TrackHouse Racing and a podium 
sweep for Chevrolet. Chastain, who 
had led just 75 laps over 117 previous 
starts, led a race-high 83 laps. 

Busch finished fourth in a backup 
Toyota after crashing in Saturday 
morning practice when his tire went 
flat. The wreck destroyed his car and 
because backups are in short supply 
at the start of NASCAR’s rollout of the 
Next Gen model, the only option JGR 
had was a “parts car” not meant for 
competition. 

“True testament to everybody at 
Joe Gibbs Racing,” said Busch after 
the crews from all four teams helped 
prepare his car. “Everybody had a hand 
in being able to make us go.” 

He said he felt like he’d cleared 
Truex for the win when the caution 
ended his bid. 

“I don’t know what it was,” Busch 
said. “But anyways, wasn’t meant to be. 
Not our day. See you next week.” 

Byron was fifth to give Hendrick 
three drivers in the top five and Aric 
Almirola was sixth and the high- 


est-finishing Ford. Almirola is the 
only driver to finish inside the top-10 
through NASCAR’s first three races of 
the season. 

The win was a strong statement for 
team owner Hendrick, who joined the 
weekly competition meeting to outline 
his expectations for his drivers after 
Larson and Chase Elliott had an inci- 
dent in California. Larson didn’t see 
Elliott on his outside and squeezed 
him into the wall as the two raced for 
the lead. 

Larson was apologetic and Elliott 
was furious. Hendrick snuffed out 
any drama, evidenced by the clean 
overtime racing for the win between 
Bowman and Larson. 

“Racing Kyle is always fun,’ Bowman 
said. “Got to race him for a couple wins. 
We've always raced each other super 
clean and super respectfully.”

NCAA spot, 
Hoosiers slide

Two games involving 
two of college basket- 
ball’s bluest bluebloods 
left North Carolina and 
Indiana heading into 
conference tournament 
week on opposite ends of 
the NCAA Tournament 
bubble spectrum. 

The Tar Heels rolled 
into Cameron Indoor 
Stadium and handed 
fourth-ranked Duke a 
94-81 loss Saturday night 
in the final home game for 
Hall of Fame coach Mike 
Krzyzewski. The win 
itself should be plenty to 
end any lingering doubt 
about where UNC sits 
heading into the Atlantic 
Coast Conference tour- 
ney. 

“All week, we just 
talked about our compet- 
itive fight,” said first-year 
North Carolina coach 
Hubert Davis, whose 
team improved to 23-8 
overall and 15-5 in the 
ACC. “We had to do three 
things: We had to plant 
our feet, we had to stand 
our ground and we had 
to fight. ... I just felt like, 
as the game went on, we 
started to just gain more 
and more confidence.” 

That should bode well 
for the Tar Heels not only 
this week but heading 
into the NCAA Tourna- 
ment. 

Then there’s Indi- 
ana, which had eighth- 
ranked Purdue on the 
ropes before suffering a 
heartbreaking 69-67 loss 
on Saturday night. That 
left the Hoosiers at 18-12 
overall and 9-11 in the Big 
Ten as they prepare for 
their conference tourna- 
ment. The loss in West 
Lafayette dropped Indi- 
ana to 4-8 away from 
home this season. 

“T’m pleased, guys, with 
the way we competed,” 
Hoosiers coach Mike 
Woodson said. “I mean, 
we gave ourselves an 
opportunity to win a 
game in a hostile situa- 
tion. This is a tough build- 
ing to win in. I thought we 
were very competitive.” 

Simply being competi- 
tive might not be enough 
for the Hoosiers. They 
dropped a double-over- 
time game to Syracuse 
early in the season, and 
close losses to Penn 
State (61-58), Wiscon- 
sin (74-69) and Rutgers 
(66-63) that could have 
gone the other way have 
left Woodson’s crew 
heading to the Big Ten 
Tournament needing a 
couple of wins. 

They aren’t the only 
one: Michigan is also 
teetering on the bubble 
at 17-13 overall and 11-9 
in the Big Ten, but the 
Wolverines — still with- 
out coach Juwan Howard 
— did pick up a big win 
over No. 23 Ohio State 
over the weekend. 

“T’m just in awe of the 
players’ character,” fill-in 
coach Phil Martelli said. 
“T’m in awe of the support 
staff’s knowledge.” 


Rising 

Memphis: Remember 
that time Penny Hardaway 
got into a kerfuffle at a 
news conference over 
the performance of his 
talent-laden team? The 
Tigers have lost just once 
since Jan. 20, when a loss 
to SMU dropped them to 
9-8 overall and 3-4 in the 
American Athletic Confer- 
ence. The coup de grace 
heading into the league 
tournament was 75-61 
drubbing of No. 14 Hous- 
ton on Sunday that showed 
just how potent Memphis 
can be in March. 

Rutgers: After three 
straight losses began to tip 
the Scarlet Knights to the 
wrong side of the bubble, 
back-to-back wins over 
Indiana and Penn State 
have their NCAA Tourna- 
ment picture trending up. 
But at 18-12 overall, they 
probably need at least one 
win during the Big Ten 
Tournament to feel good 
about Selection Sunday.
